A S u b stitu te M ea su re to b e S u b m itted to 
C on gress. 


W a s h in g t o n , February 21st.—Great in ­ 
terest is being manifested in Congress on 
the subject of iirigation of the Western 
plains. 
The Honse and Senate committees 
have held a num ber of meetings to con­ 
sider plans, and five bills have been intro­ 
duced in the Senate and House embodying 
irrigation projects. None of these are likeiy 
to be adopted. 
A new bill is now being form ulated as 
the result of num erous conferences between 
Major Powell and m em bers of the Irriga­ 
tion Committee. This will probably be 
subm itted to Congress w ithin the course of 
a week or two. it provides for a survey 
into irrigation districts by hydrographic 
stations. 
T his districts will necessarily 
cross State lines. In some cases all reser­ 
voirs will be in once State and the laud to 
be irrigated will be in another, thus raising 
a perplexing problem of jurisdiction. The 
bill proposes to establish w ithin each basin 
a local Governm ent som ewhat analogous 
to a county Government, enabling settlers 
to cod ¡.rol their affairs absolutely, subject 
only to the laws of the State and the United 
States. The bill provides th at after a cer­ 
tain num ber of years, during which an irri­ 
gating company shall be paid for its serv­ 
ice, their rights shall become the property 
of the settlers themselves. No settler can 
acquire more than eighty acres of irrigable 
land. 
The Attorney-General of the U nited 
States, the Secretary of the Interior and 
Secretary of A gricnlture are to constitute 
a National Board of Irrigation Commis­ 
sioners, to whom appeals from a State 
can be made. 
The voters of each irriga­ 
tion district are authorized to elect District 
C om m issioner for Irrigation, and the Dis­ 
trict Court a Superintendent of Irrigation. 
Forestry and pasturage are also provided 
for. 
T his bill m ay be said to represent the 
popular phase of the irrigation question, 
as it proposes. to divide the lands among 
th e settlers either at the regular price of 
$1 23 an acre, or free under the homestead 
bill, or to enable them to own the waters 
and protect themselves from monopolists 
and from greedy corporations. 
The other projects before Congress pro­ 
vides either to hand over the arid lands 
and the valuable water to corporations to 
bay them reclaimed, and sold at whatever 
price they choose to put upon them , or to 
have the Federal Governm ent go to the ex­ 
pense of irrigating and then sell the re­ 
claimed lanes to the highest bidder, 
if is 
estimated th at after reclam ation the lands 
now arid would be w orth from $30 to $60 
an acre. 
The bill above outlined, which m ay be 
called the Pow ell bill, will, if it becomes a 
law enable the people to take the lands 
and irrigate them by borrowing money, 
they to have the benefit of all increm ent 
resuiting from the increased value.

L ieu ten a n t V ern on H a s S o m eth in g to Say 
A b o u t A llies. 


W a s h in g t o n , February 21st.—Lieuten­ 
ant Vernon of General Crocks’ staff, to-day 
subm itted in behalf of the Secretary of 
W ar aud General Crooks, a statem ent to 
the House Committee on Indian Affairs 
on the Apache question. H e took issue 
with the statem ent made by General Miles 
and otbeis that Fort Sill was a healthy 
Situation, and says that if the Apaches were 
removed there it would be alm ost impossi­ 
ble for them to cfoss the country and 
reach their old haunts in Mexico and 
Arizona. 
Miles him self had given re­ 
peated assurances of the security which 
won id result to the Territories of Arizona 
and New Mexico if the Indians were re­ 
moved to Fort Sill. 
They surrendered to 
General Miles on condition that tbeir lives 
should be spared ; that no harm shoald 
come to them, and that they should be 
sent to join their families who had already 
surrendered and had been sent East. 
He spoke in high term s of the Apache 
scouts. Miles, he said, oegan and ener­ 
getically pursued the campaign for m onths 
w ithout gaining a step, until, bavii*g ex­ 
hausted all other means, he employed two 
Chiricahua Indians, through whom he 
communicated w ith the hostiles and se­ 
cured their surrender. T hat removal to 
Fori Sill should be m ade was agreed to by 
the President. Secretary of W ar, and all 
the Major-Generals of the arm y, and they 
had called upon Congress for authority to 
righ* a great wrong aud to remove what 
the President, w ith full knowledge of the 
facts, had characterized as a reproach to 
the nation.

W a s h in g t o n , February 21st.—Secretary 
W indom 's room was crowded at noon to­ 
day by parties interested in the opening of 
the bids for the privilege of catching seals 
in Alaska during twenty years, from May 
1st next. Secretary W indom presided, and 
was assisted by Assistant Secretary Tiche- 
nor, while Director of the M in. Leech, 
First Comptroller M atthews and Chief of 
the Stationery Division Sturtevant, tended 
to the clerical part of the opening of the 
bids. 
There were twelve bids opened, but two 
were rejected—one because the required 
certified check of $100,000 did not accom­ 
pany it, and the other because the bidder 
sim ply sent his promissory note for the 
am ount. 
The bids were very lengthy, 
and, being read in full, took up two hours' 
time. 
The present lessees, the Alaska Commer­ 
cial Company, put in an extremely long 
bid, offering conveniences to the natives 
and the G overnm ent not called for in the 
specifications, such as the 
carrying of 
mails, a free library for the natives, etc. 
The bids were as follow s: American 
Fishing and Trading Company, San F ran­ 
cisco—Rentals $55.000 per annum , $2 tax 
per skin, and $2 12 bonus on each skin 
shipped. 
North Am erican Trading Company of 
West Virginia—$55,000 rental, $2 per skin 
and $2 50 bonus per skin. 
Pacific Steam W haling Company. San 
Francisco—$50,000 rental, $2 tax and $5 15 
bonus. 
Alaska Commercial Company. San F ran ­ 
cisco—$50,000 rental, $2 tax, $4 75 bonus

C.—$50,000 rental, $2 tax, $3 50 bonus aud

Atlantic and Pacific Trading Company, 
by Charles H .

T h e W ar D ep a rtm en t T a k es H o ld o f an 
O u tra g eo u s C ou rt-M artial. 


W a s h in g t o n , February 21st. — Several 
Eastern papers some tim e ago commented 
severely on arm y m atters in connection 
w ith the Court-inartial of private W ild, a 
trooper of the Eighth Cavalry, who was 
dismissed dishonestly and sentenced to a 
sm r's confinement at Fort Snelling, M inn. 
l\n ld was ordered by Second Lieutenant 
Steele to put a canvas on a shed at Steele’s 
quarters. 
H e objected, saying that he had 
not enlisted for such work. H e was cursed 
and struck by the officer, and afterwards 
placed in confinement and tried, with the 
above result, his accuser, Steele, being the 
Judge Advocate. The m atter came to the 
attention of the W ar Departm ent, and to­ 
day Secretary Proctor, by direction of the 
President, sent an order to General Ruger 
rem itting the unexpired portion of the 
sentence. The order says, in p a rt: •’ No 
action appears to have been taken against 
Lieutenant Steele, whose breach of disci­ 
pline was of an aggressive nature. It is 
also grossly im proper that he should have 
been detailed as Judge Advocate of the 
Court. 
The President does not believe 
that the case has been, nor does be think 
it ju st to the army that it should appear to 
be, a fair illustration of m ilitary justice.” 
A press representative drove to Fort 
Snelling to-night and was tbe first to con­ 
vey to private W ild the news that his out­ 
rageous sentence had bees commuted by 
the President. W ild could hardly believe 
it, but when finally convinced, he broke 
down and cried like a child.

W a s h in g to n . February 21st.—The Senate Con­ 
ference report on the Dill to increase the pen­ 
sions to totally disabled pensioners was pre­ 
sented by Davis, and w&s agreed to after an 
explanation to the effect that the change was 
made under the Actof list.

IN THE HOUSE. 
W a s h in g to n , February 21st.—In the House, 
Hooker of Miunesota proceeded with the ad­ 
dress on the World’s Fair bill. 
Mills of Texas made a speech objecting to the 
bill altogether as a matter with which the Gov­ 
ernment should have nothing to do. He would 
vote for St. Louis as the site, and when that 
question was deeidtd he would vote against the 
biff altogether. 
Morse of Massachusetts announced that he 
would vote against it, because he thought 
Washington was the only site that eould be se­ 
lected as a compromise,and bolding it In Wash­ 
ington would cost several millions of dollars, 
which could be expended for pensions, public 
buildings or postal telegraph. 
Peters of Kansas opposed the fair on the 
ground that the country was too poor. The 
regular estimated appropriations for tne next 
fiscal year and the deficiencies amounted to 
S440,OCO,0000. while the estim ated revenue was 
only $450,000,000. These figures, he said, did 
not take into consideration the rivsrs aud har­ 
bors. 
O'Neil of Pennsylvania urged that there was 
not time to prepare for the fair for 1392. 
O'Farrell, Gibson. Houk and Wilson .of West 
Virginia argued for Washington. 
Vandever of California spoke earnestly for St. 
Louis. 
Carlisle said that if St. Louis was first choice 
and Chicago second he disapproved the biffs 
offered. 
The 
general Government had no 
right to hold a fair except In the District of Co­ 
lum bia or in the Territories. If a State wanted 
the fair it should incorporate and hold it. 
Kinsey O'Neill of Indiana, Wilson of Missouri, 
Forman" and Hatch spoke for St. Louis. Outh- 
waite. Mason ef Illinois, Gear, Kerr, Owen, 
aud Springer spoke ior Chicago and Fitch, Dun- 
pliy. Lansing, Spiuola, Wallace, Rains, Lnrner, 
McCarthy and Farquhar spoke for New York. 
Chandler closed the debate with a few words 
saying that he hoped for a favorable conclusion 
on Monday.

T he prohibition of the use of the Ger 
man language in the Courts of the Baltic 
provinces by the Russian Government has 
created a great confusion of tongues. 
The 
m ajority of the population on the Russian 
side of the Baltic knows little or no Rus­ 
sian at all, and th e scenes in the Courts, 
where the peasants seeking justice and the 
lawyers pleading th eir clients’ cases are 
unable to communicate their grievances to 
the learned Judge, who knows no German, 
are anything but pleasing for those con­ 
cerned. 
One barrister, on being required 
to sign an oath, demanded th at he migh 
lie allowed to study the document with the 
aid of a dictionary before he put his name 
to it. 
T his request, however, was denied 
as “unseemly and impudent." The Judges 
themselves are in an awkward plight, be­ 
ing ordered to go to the Baltic provinces 
from their posts in other parts of Russia, 
sometimes at only a moment’s notice, and 
there seems to be as complete a state of 
chaos as is possible. 


A mountain of clam shells has been dis­ 
covered about tbree miles east of Mount 
Vernon.

N e w Y o e k , February21st.—Now that the 
Stewart mansion at Fifth Avenue and 
Thirty-fourth street is to be turned over to 
the Slanbattan Club for a club-house, it 
has been discovered that there is one 
sacred room in the mansion. This room 
is or. the second fioor on tbe avenue side. 
It was originally furnished in 1876. The 
original outlay for furnishing was $50.000. 
This magnificent apartm ent was fixed up 
for Ulysses S. Grant, then in the first year 
of his term as President of the United 
States. 
It will be recalled that General 
Grant sent A. T. Stewart to the Senate lor 
confirmation as Secretary of the Treasury. 
It was then discovered that the Consulta­ 
tion would not permit an im porter tp take 
this place in the Cabinet, but Stewa 
predating the President’s desire to . 
him , became from that m oment I 
than ever a friend of Grant's. 
( 
This room in his mansion was furnidhed 
for the use of the President. No matter 
how crowded the honse m ight be no per­ 
son except Grant was to have the nse of it, 
even for a moment. 
A latch-key to the 
mansion and the keys to the room were 
sent to him , with the directions 
that 
whenever he wanted to come to New York 
and have a resting spell this room would 
be at his disposal. 
During the eight years 
of G rant’s term it was refurnished several 
times, and when General Grant made his 
home in New York be still used it on oc­ 
casions. 
This room was not opened till 
yesterday, when a committee of the Man­ 
hattan Club inspected the mansion. 
It 
was found just as General Grant left it 
when he occupied it for the last time. It 
had been kept as sacredly as though he 
were liable to use it at aoy moment. 
Now the Democrats wilt shuffle over its 
velvet carpets and blow their clouds of 
tobacco smoke in tbe room where the 
famous sm oking President enjoyed his 
fragrants.

Bowers, who 
makes complaint aeainst her. 
In her ad­ 
vertisement Mrs. Scofield appears as Mrs. 
Sherwood. She stated that m am m a and 
herself owned a large house and wanted a 
few men around to protect them. Their 
terms were very reasonable. Neither m am ­ 
ma nor herself cared for m oney; they 
wanted companv. 
Bowers got his room at $5 a week and 
paid several weeks in advance, but soon 
discovered chat this guileless daughter had 
a way of prowling around the house at 
night and screeching passages frurn “Mac­ 
beth" and other ot Shakespeare's plays. 
She was a sympathetic soul, and she wrung 
the dollars from him easily by telling him 
of the death of her m other in Connecticut. 
At last he announced that he would leave 
and did so, but before going Mrs. Scofield 
presented him with a bill for something 
like $600, with items like th is : 
Six din­ 
ners. w ith wine, $30 each. $180; care dur­ 
ing four weeks’ illness. $214; to value of 
books borrowed and not returned, $150. 
Bowers was somewhat puzzled, as be had 
never had wine suppers and bad never 
been sick. 
W hen he said he w ouldn't pay 
the bill Mrs. Scofield took all his pictures 
and then locked hint in his room 3.5 tnat 
he had to craw! out of 
tbe window.

N e w Y o e k , February 21st.—Salmi Morse 
has a successor. 
Arrangements are now 
being made for the production on Easter 
Monday of a new passion play entitled 
“The Youug Messiah,” by A. Jones Foster, 
the novelist and author o': the libretto of a 
comic opera. 
Foster said: 
“ ‘The Young Messiah’ is 
divided into three acts aud a half dozen 
tableaux. 
My idea is to represent Christ as 
a beardless youth with a face that never 
grows old. but wears the light ot imm ortal 
beauty. It struck m e that nothing could 
be more effective than to have the role as 
sumed by a woman, and I have engaged 
Miss JeannieAVinston to take the part. I 
have investigated and have found that 
there’s no real authority on which to base 
the positive assumption that Christ wore a 
beard. In my play I have eliminated the 
dangerous points which were serious objec­ 
tions to that of Salmi Morse. For instance, 
the representation of such events as tbe 
crucifixion and the last supper will be by 
visions, and not by realistic action. 
“One of m y great scenes wiil be Christ 
leaving the Pectorium, copied after the 
painting by Gustav Dore. 
I also introduce 
a scene of Christ tempted by tbe devil. 
This will assume the guise of a vocal duet 
between the Savior and Satan. The stage 
will be in total darkness with the excep­ 
tion of the haio which surrounds the 
Savior. There will be solos by Miss W ins- 
ston, and the clim ax will consist in the 
utter discomfiture and disappearance of 
Satan.

“ The resurrection will be pictured by a 
vision. Into the story of the Savior’s life 
I also weave active undercurrents of love 
and sedition. Tbe play opens w ith Joseph's 
carpenter shop. 
A nother very effective 
feature will be one which I have drawn 
from M unkcasv's picture of Christ before 
Pilate. Miss W inston says she will make 
up the part in pure white, with long, flow­ 
ing locks. Several Church people are in ­ 
terested in the production.”

Roumania has 200,000 gypsies, and H u n ­ 
gary 80.000. 
A planter in M onticello, Fla., has al­ 
ready shipped this season 40,000 pound of 
watermelon seed. 
The development of Texas has but just 
begun, yet there are 2,106 postoffices iu the 
State, the receipts are more than a million 
of dollars annually, and the length of the 
m ail routes is more than 22,000 miles.

The least mist or fog in the atmos­ 
phere wiil prevent you from discovering 
the flaws in them . 
Damp, m urky weather 
practically kills the diamond business. 
A leading Chinaman in New York, be­ 
ing chatted on his custom of spreading a 
splendid feast for Joss, replied with a 
broad Celestial ^ rin : “Chinaman feedee his 
g o d ; lazy Christian man waitee for his 
God to feedee him .”

The size of the vote was 
phenomenal. The election officials were 
overwhelmed with work, and the polling 
places were unable to keep up with the 
crowds of electors who during the dinner 
hour hastened to deposit their votes. The 
majority of the factories were closed dur­ 
ing the dsy. 
Many Anti-Semitic Conservatives voted 
for Socialistic candidates. 
In the afternoon there were violent and 
riotous scenes before the various Socialistic 
headquarters in the city. The mob in the 
eastern part of the city defied the police, 
who finally attacked the infuriated crowd 
with drawn swords. Shots were exchanged 
and m any wounded on both sides. The 
police were called out and assisted in put­ 
ting an end to the riot. 
Bismarck drove in a closed carriage to 
the polling booth at H errenhan s Restaur­ 
ant, and deposited a ballot in favor of 
Zeidier, Conservative. . 
It is generally believed the German Lib­ 
erals will cease to exist as a distinct organ­ 
ization. 
A new party will undoubtedly be 
formed chiied Democrats, which will em ­ 
brace National Liberáis and Social Demo­ 
crats. 
The Em peror has given universal satis­ 
faction by the appointm ent to the Crown 
Council of an expert workingman known 
to belong to the Opposition among three 
Liberals and one Socialist. 
The result of the elections is a surprise 
to the Conservatives, the Socialist vote 
being very large. 
Returns up to 3 p . m . from all parts of 
the Empire, show the Government Cartel 
Parties have lost sixteen and the Socialists 
have gained nineteen seats in the Reich­ 
stag. 
Compared with tbe la9t preceding 
election the Socialist vote in Berlin shows 
an increase ei 33,000, and the Liberal vote 
an increase of 8.0C0. 
Tbe Conservative 
vote has decreased 35.000.

For the second district of Berlin, the 
Socialist candidate received 1,900 votes. 
In the fourth district, Singer, (Socialist), 
received 40,000, and R ichter (German Lib­ 
eral), 14,000. 
In the fifth. Baumgatch (Liberal), re­ 
ceived 10,000; Auerbach (Socialist), 7,230; 
Liedtake (Conservative), 4,230. 
Schiffei (Socialist), carried Chemnitz by 
2,400 majority. 
Tbe election of twenty-one Socialists is 
thus far assured. 
In thirty-five districts 
the Socialist candidates received a m ajority. 


LATER RETURNS. 


B e r l i n , February 2l9t.—The result of the 
election, so far a3 known to-night, accounts 
for 234 seats. As the Reichstag has 357 
members, this leaves 123 to be accounted 
for. Of the 234, the election failed in 92 
districts, m aking the supplementary elec­ 
tions necessary for those places. The 142 
members elected are divided between the 
following parties: 
German Conservatives 
22, Im perialists 10, National Liberals 9, 
Centrists 52, German Liberals 11. Socialists 
20, Poles 3, Alsatians 10, Democrats 3, 
Danes 1. Independent Liberals 1. 
The National Zeitung estimates from the 
returns that the Cartel parties have already 
lost eighteen seats. The paper says, that, 
owing to these losses, the Cartel parties’ 
government bill w ill be unable to secure a 
majority in the Reichstag.

B a r r a n q u i l l a , Colombia, 1890. 
Though distant from New York scarcely 
two thousand miles, this northermost Re­ 
public of the southern continent is less 
known to the world than the heart of Africa; 
and its 300-year-old capital is almost as 
difficult of access. 
Until recently there 
ha3 been no communication between the 
ports of the United States and those of 
Colombia, its nearest neighbor, and to 
this day there is no direct way of reaching 
them. 
Some four years ago an English company 
established a line of steamers between 
New York and the mouth of the Magda­ 
lena river (the great fluvial highway to 
Colombia’s interior), by which two trips 
per month are m ade; but the vessels go 
first to several West India jiorts, consum­ 
ing fifteen days in the voyage to Colombia. 
Three times a month the Pacific Mail 
steamers leave New York for Aspinwall; 
and at the latter place one may always find 
a steamer under almost any flag but the 
stars and stripes, which will stop at the 
Caribbean ports on its way to Europe. _ 
But when we have reached this point 
the journey to Colombia’s capital has 
hardly begun. 
Before you is a short rail 
road ride to Barranquilla, and then 280 
miles by boat up the river to Honda, near 
the head of navigation (occupying from 
ten to thirty days, according to the time of 
year); and from Honda to Bogota, the 
capital city, though only a distance of 70 
miles, is the worst part of the trip, requir 
ing at least 
FOUR DAYS ON MULE-BACK, 
Over sky-piercing sierras. Though with 
such a stretch of sea-coast, Colombia pos­ 
sesses no harbor worthy the name—those 
of Aspinwall and Panama being the best. 
Besides the last named insecure and rocky 
port, there is but one other on the Pacific 
side, that of Buenaventura, which has 
lately been brought into some degree of 
prominence. 
On the Atlantic coast, or 
more correctly speaking, that of the Ca- 
ibbean sea, the only shipping place for 
Colombian commerce is Sabaniilia; both 
Aspinw.all and Pauama being merely ports 
of transit trade, with so little of local in­ 
dustry that primeval forests crowd close 
upon them. 
Sabanilla itself is the most desolate and 
dirty of fishing villages, of no consequence 
whatever except for its bay, which, though 
totally inaccessible to large vessels, has 
been made to answer the purposes r f a sea­ 
port, by a company of enterprising Ger­ 
mans. ' In 1871 some Bremen gentlemen 
put Lighters and steam-tugs on Sabanilla 
bay, for the benefit of larger vessels that 
could not come into it, and laid a line of 
railroad from the coast to the old Spanish 
town of Barranquilla, sixteen miles inland. 
The consequence is that the latter hither­ 
to insignificant village of hardly twenty 
houses has suddenly blossomed out into 
the most important city in the republic, 
commercially speaking, with a population 
of 25,000, and still growing, far eclipsing 
the old cities of Carthagenia and Santa 
Marta, lying on either side of it, both of 
which figured so conspicuously in the 
Spanish colonial history of earlier days. 
The Custom-house is now located in Bar­ 
ranquilla (pronounced Bahr-ran-kiel-ya), 
and through it must go all merchandise 
and passengers bound for ‘‘up the river,” 
or coming down from Columbia’s interior 
into the outer world. Also, every small 
steamer and sailing vessel which conveys 
the multitudinous products of the vast 
back-lying country to the coast, via the 
Magdalena, must start from and return to 
this place and wait for official permission 
before its cargo can be discharged. To re 
turn to 
SABANILLA, 
The village is not situated on the main 
land, but on a long and narrow sand-spit 
that has formed itself at the mouth of the 
river. Its bay is neither safe nor conven 
ient for any sort of vessels, being full of 
shifting sand-bars and exposed to the fury 
of tropical storms. 
Not a green thing 
grows within sight of Sabanilla, and no- 
Buly lives there but a miserable coiony of 
cargadora, or boatmen, and a few even 
more degraded saloon-keepers, who absorb 
all the money the wretches earn, in ex­ 
change for the vilest of native intoxicants. 
All up and down the coasts of South Amer­ 
ica the cargadores are necessary evils—as 
there are few places wher? vessels can ap­ 
proach the shore—and these of Colombia 
are mostly Canary Islanders, with a liberal 
sprinkling of low-class Italians and a few 
Chinamen. Their palm-thatched huts are 
filthy beyond description, but not more so 
than the occupants—men and women more 
than half unclothed, and their numerous 
offspring entirely so. 
There is not a drop of fresh water in 
the place; all that is used being brought 
in canoes from a point about eight miles 
up the river. 
Yet the water business is 
not brisk, though retailed by the dipper­ 
ful, for a very small quantity serves for 
the meager cooking of the isabanillans; 
while cheap liquor (dear at any price) is 
the universal beverage. 
Even less is used 
for lavatory purposes, fresh or salt, though 
the wide ocean, rolling up to their doors, 
furnishes as fine bathing facilities as can 
be found in any quarter of the globe. 
In­ 
deed, the people seem to entertain 


A HYDROPHOBIC TERROR 
Of water in any form ; and the pig-tailed 
Celestial who runs the only laundry in the 
place, looks like a sad case of slow starva­ 
tion. 
. 
Woe unto the luckless traveler who is 
compelled to stav over night in Sabanilla’s 
alleged h o tel.' ’ If his vessel arrives too 
late in the day for a train to Barranquilla, 
he will do well to remain on board until 
the morrow; or if her commander cannot 
be induced to risk a “norther” among the 
sand-bars, ne would better walk the six­ 
teen miles that intervene between the 
coast 
and 
civilization. 
In this des­ 
perate community of roustabouts, fighting 
is the chief amusement; and murder and 
robberv are of common occurrence. But 
even w'ere the Sabanillans angels in dis­ 
guise, the place would be intolerable on 
account of excessive heat and swarming 
fleas. 
Were it not for the ocean breezes 
th a t’ constantly sweep across the desolate 
sand-spit, blowing up the sand in blinding 
clouds, no 
human being could abide 
thereon. At every step in its paveless 
streets yon sink ankle deep into the burn­ 
ing sand, everv infinitesimal grain of which 
is loaded with a flea, whose sting is like 
the puncture of a redhot needle. About 
the only industrious citizens I have found 
so far in South America are the “wicked 
fleas.” 
In five minutes time they will 
completely blacken your hose and cover 
vour garments inside and out; nor cease 
from troubling until you are tattooed from 
head to foot like a South Sea Islander. 


b a r r a n q u i ll a 
Is bv all odds the most modern town in 
Colombia—unless it may be Aspinwall— 
having many handsome houses and a con­ 
siderable foreign col«*y. 
Some o f the 
principal merchants of the republic live 
h e re 
m ost of t h e m 
G erm ans, w ho main­ 
tain considerable sty le an d e n tertain g en­ 
ero u s hospitality, alth o u g h liv in g is u n ­ 
commonly h ig h . 
C om m anding, as i t does* 
th e onlv o u tlet from th e in terio r th is N ew 
York of th e C aribbean coast is o f no sm all 
consequence, from a m ilita ry as w ell as a 
.commercial standpoint, and a considerable 


garrison Is maintained here. Barranquilla 
is the capital of the “Department" (for­ 
merly State) of Sabanilla, and during the 
revolution of four years ago was the head­ 
quarters of the insurrectionary army. 
Though just now all is quiet throughout 
the country, the “powers that be” know 
well that eternal vigilance is the price of 
peace, and that the spirit of revolution, 
born in the blood and bred in the bone of 
these inconstant people, is not dead, but 
sleepeth. 
Unlike most South American ports, Bar­ 
ranquilla has an excellent wharf. Several 
steamship companies are running vessels 
on the Magdalena, two of them, I believe, 
operated by United States capital. The 
principal line, however, is German, with 
half a dozen or more small steamers, vary­ 
ing form -50 to 200 tons. 
During the 
last political upheaval all the river boats 
were seized by the insurgents and those not 
tied up or destroyed were metamorphosed 
into 
EFFECTIVE MEN-OF-WAR 
By simply covering their sides with corru­ 
gated iron, mounting small cannon upon 
the decks and filling the cabins with sharp­ 
shooters. 
The great river itself is a natural curios­ 
ity, traversing the whole country from 
south to north, draining an enormous area 
of mountains covered with perpetual snow 
and forming the sole outlet for several 
Colombian States. 
Its water is as muddy 
as the Missouri and as swift as the Missis­ 
sippi, which it greatly resembles. 
So 
strong is the yellow tide and so full of sed­ 
iment that it will not mix readily with 
the salt water of the sea, but can be dis­ 
tinctly traced for many miles. In some 
places it is scarcely a hundred feet wide, 
in others eight or ten miles. 
Its channel, 
having never been well cleared, is full of 
snags, sand-bars and floating logs, making 
the pilot’s position by no means a sinecure. 
The boats are mostly built like ihose in 
use on the Ohio river, with a paddle wheel 
in the rear, and draw only a foot or two of 
water even when laden to their utmost 
capacity, as otherwise they could ■ never 
get over the sand-bars. 
During the rainy 
season the swollen current is so swift and 
strong that progress is necessarily very 
slow ; but when the moon is bright the 
boats are kept in motion both night and 
day. At other times they can run onlv by 
daylight and must “tie" up” every night. 
They generally run aground a few times 
during every trip, and then it requires 
from two days to a week before they can 
be pulled oil'and set in motion again, thus 
rendering the date of one’s arrival at the 
journey’s end one of the most uncertain 
things in this uncertain world. 
If you wish to murder your worst enemy 
by the most diabolical form of torture that 
the imagination can conceive, just per­ 
suade him to make a trip up the Magda­ 
lena river at the bight of the mosquito 
season sans netting, veil or other protec­ 
tion ! 
¡The locality is infested with 
THE BIGGEST THAT EVER BUZZED, 
And passengers must not fail to provide 
themselves with everything attainable in 
the way of oflense and defense against 
them. 
All the officers and deck-hands 
wear thick veils over their faces, tied close 
around the neck, and long bucfcskin gloves 
both night and day; .and yet, somehow, 
the enemy seems to come oft' more or less 
victorious. 
It is the fashion hereabouts to 
tell mosquito stories of astonishing pro­ 
portions—much 
as the people around 
Puget Sound brag of their mammoth 
clams, and the Californians of their fruits, 
but I tell you that the tallest tale can 
hardly exceed the reality. Always bad 
enough, at certain seasons when winds 
blow strong from the jungles the mos­ 
quitoes come in clouds that literally ob­ 
scure the sky, and the sound of their hum­ 
ming is like the noise of a sawmill. 
Neither man nor beast can withstand their 
attacks, unprotected, and it is an actual 
fact that cattle and horses are frequently 
tormented to death by them. 
I am told 
that not long ago a herd of valuable cat­ 
tle, which were being imported from the 
United States to a rancho up the river, 
becoming perfectly frantic after a week of 
untold agony, broke from their fastenings, 
dashed overboard and were all drowned. 
The 
long-nosed 
flat-bottomed 
little 
steamer upon which we are passengers has 
her engine and all the cargo above water, 
on the first deck. Above these is the 
saloon, with the cabins on either side, and 
still above that story is the captain’s 
cabin, surmounted by a steeple-like pilot 
house. Directly in front of the saloon 
are the tall, black chimneys, taller than 
even the watch-tower, and in front of 
them is the flagstaff, from which float the 
Colombian colors. All around the upper 
deck are rows of benches, and away up 
here is the best place to find what little air 
may be stirring. 
THE GREAT VALLEY 
Of the Magdalena, extending from the 
Caribbean coast to the equator, varies in 
width from 100 to 15 1 miles, narrowing to 
a point as it nears the confines of Ecuador. 
It embraces a region of inexhaustible re­ 
sources, much of it overgrown with prime­ 
val forests, among whose gigantic growths 
may be found a great diversity of buildin 
timber, besides the choicest cabinet am 
dye woods, and a tropical profusion of gum- 
producing and medicinal plants. 
Going up from Barranquilla, for the first 
200 miles one sees little, at this time of 
year, but a continuous swamp on either 
side. 
The river itself, directly at the 
mouth, is fully a mile and a half wide, and 
its lower valley is one va-t alluvial plain, 
which, like the Nile region, is subject to 
periodical overflow. 
For three hundred 
miles the most magnificent grazing lands 
stretch away on either side, which are cov­ 
ered with cattle during most of the year, 
until just before the floods that follow the 
rainy season, when they are driven up into 
the mountains. 
Wherever the lana has 
been cultivated it shows surprising fertil­ 
ity, and the overflow might easily be con­ 
trolled and turned into a blessing, by a 
svstem of dikes similar to those in use on 
the lower Mississippi. 
Those inclined to 
em ig»te need not wrestle for standing 
room at Oklahoma among a multitude of 
crazy squatters when here are vast tracts 
of the richest, land in the world, to be had 
for the asking. 
Years ago there were profitable planta­ 
tions, worked by negroes, all up and down 
the middle valley; but after the emanci­ 
pation of slavery, which took place, I be­ 
lieve in 1858, the estates rapidly went to 
ruin and were finally abandoned by their 
owners. 
It seems that the Spanirds and 
the Indians cannot endure hard labor in 
this climate, and neither love nor lucre 
could induce the ex-slaves to do a stroke of 
it. To-day the once rich plantations show 
no traces of former cultivation, being com­ 
pletely overgrown with the riotous vegeta­ 
tion of the tropics; while the negroes 
themselves have relapsed into a state of 
semi-barbarism. 
It is the same old story, 
disastrously true, of every part of the world 
where 


THE BANANA AND THE BLACK MAN 
Flourish spontaneously side by side. Since 
nature has provided so generously for him 
and he has no ambition to gratify, why 
should he not emulate the scriptural ex­ 
ample of the lilies, which toil not, neither 
do they spin? The negroes of this section 
are becoming considerably mixed with In­ 
dian, Latin and even Anglo-Saxon blood, 
so that blue eyes, fair skins and even red 
wool is not uncommon among them. They 
lead a most happy-go-lucky existence, sub­ 
sisting on the fruits that grow wild in wpn- 
derfnl profusion and such accommodating 
fish as will nibble a bit of bacon on a hook 
suspended from the branch of a tree, at 
whose other end lies a sleepy negro, flat on 
his face in the sun. 
. 
During the long slow days of voyaging 
up the Magdalena, passengers may possess 
their souls in patience as best they can, 
with nothing to do but fight mosquitoes 
and keep as cool as circumstances will per­ 
mit. The male passengers vary the mo- 
notonv somewhat by pistol and rifle prac­ 
tice, ’using the alligators, that in some 


places literally line the banks, for targets. 
The alligator is by no means a frisky creat­ 
ure, as those who are acquainted with his 
habits may know, but is not to be trusted 
even in his hours of apparent oblivion. 
W ith their noses to the river, their small 
eyes closed and great jaws half open, they 
seem to be sound asleep, until the boat is 
close upon them, when in the twinkling of 
an eye the jaws shut with the snap of a 
mammoth rat trap, and they plunge into 
the water in slow pursuit. 
The boat is 
always followed by a school of them, prob­ 
ably in hope of a meal, each seeming to 
say in the language of the nursery tale 
monster “Fee, fi, foo, fum 1 I smell the 
blood of an English-man, and, dead or 
alive, I will have some.” 
W hat a rare field is this for the alliga­ 
tor hunter? Considering the value of the 
skins and the enormous demand for them 
in the manufacture of shoes, satchels, etc., 
the wonder grows why some thrifty Yankee 
has not bethought himself that fortunes lie 
in the exhaustless crop. 
On board a Magdalena steamer 
THE ORDER OF EVERY DAY 
Is about as follows: 
At 6 o’clock the stew- 
ward thrusts under your mosquito net a 
cup of coffee and a small but very crusty 
loaf of bread (the size of a biscuit), of 
course without butter. This is the desajuno, 
universal in Spanish-America. 
Not an­ 
other mouthful will you get until break­ 
fast or almuerzo, which occurs between 11 
and 12 o’clock, and is much like a north­ 
ern mid-day dinner (barring the excess of 
grease and garlic), served in five or six 
courses, always beginning with the soup 
and ending with fruit and coffee. 
Dinner 
comes about 6 p. m., and is the counter­ 
part of breakfast, with the addition of 
wine and dessert. 
No matter how *days may drag, one 
makes a great mistake who does not arise 
with the lark and the alligator, for by far 
the pleasantest time is in the early morn­ 
ing. No pen or tongue can describe the 
beauty of sunrise and sunset in this lati­ 
tude, where the skies flush marvelous col­ 
ors of crimson and gold, orange, pale blue, 
pink, sea-green, bending to the snow- 
tipped mountains on either side, whose 
stately slopes change from amethyst to 
purple and gray. 
There are tall, gray and white storks, 
standing silent and motionless in the tra­ 
ditional 
. 
A 
ONE-LEG ATTITUDE 
On bits of floating log, watching fo|| fish. 
There are the big gray-blue herons and 
sometimes whiteones; and clumsy pelicans, 
which, by the way, invariably fltj from 
sotith to north in "the morning, never by 
any chance or circumstance turning towa:-, 
another point of the compass. 
And then, 
about 5 o’clock p. M., home they go again 
every mother’s bird of them, fiyiug in a 
straight line from north to soutli| one 
behind another. 
T 
Occasionally we pass a canoe, hoijowed 
out of the trunk of a single tree 
; 
manned by coiiper-hued, shock-head,,? In­ 
dians, dressed in exceedingly sutflWrv 
costume of a white apron tied around > 
waist. There are many small islands in 
the river, all green as emeralds, flecked 
and checkered with sunshine am eg the 
trees. There are miles of banana groveo—- 
now mostly stripped of leave 
by the. 
locusts, that have been doing great dam­ 
age throught the country ; and sometimes 
the landscape is varied by groups of tall 
trees overgrown with blossoming creepers. 
There is the papaw, the guaycon, the tarn-^. 
arind, the papaya, the mango, wlios? lus­ 
cious fruit perfumes the air, enormous 
gourd trees and the “Holy Tree,” which 
grows to a tremendous hight and has a 
single cluster of flowers growing away at 
the top, in whieh live great numbers of 
ants. 
Brown and black monkevs swing 
from 
their 
branches, and 
splendidly 
dressed macaws, with ruddy brown and 
black feathers and long scarlet tails, fly 
screaming at our approach. 
Two or three times a day we stop at 
some little village for freight and fuel, 
where half-naked negroes comes on board, 
selling-strangely carved spooDs and bottles 
made of long-necked gourds, flowers, fruits, 
chickens, eggs, etc. The women seem to 
do all the business in these places, and to 
carry all the burdens, the men being sim­ 
ply ornamental. The universal dress of 
the latter consists of nothing but a pair of 
breeches striped red and white, reaching to 
the knees, leaving the wearer bare above 
and below; while the women perambulate 
in low-necked, sleeveless, short and scanty 
gowns of purple calico. 
Sometimes we get off and enjoy a ram­ 
ble, always returning laden with strange 
flowers, rare butterflies and other curiosi­ 
ties. 
However lovely these river-side 
hamlets may appear from afar, their bam 
boo walls and thatched roofs shaded by 
cocoa-palms and broad-leaved bananas, a 
nearer approach discloses filth and squalor, 
in the midst of which black pigs and vari­ 
ously-colored babies roll about together.

To every liberal-minded man the sight 
of a Pope prone on the floor all day be­ 
cause a statue is consecrated to a man 
whom that Pope’s predecessors burned is 
simple repulsive. 
It would be foolish 
enough if he were mourning because Bruno 
was burned. It is something worse when 
he mourns because he cannot burn him. I 
do not suppose that benignant-faced old 
man would really burn a fly, but it is diffi­ 
cult otherwise to conjecture why he weeps. 
He might as well weep over Victoria. 
W hy could he not have fallen in with the 
procession to Brano’s statue as easily as to 
the Queen’s jubilee? The British revolt 
against the church was as radical as 
Bruno's, far less conscientious, and far more 
successful, at least to outward appearance. 
But the Pope sent one of his chief officers 
to congratulate the Queen on her fifty 
years of revolt, while to Bruno he paid 
only the tribute of angry protest and pros­ 
tration. The political complication comes 
from the fact that there are thousands of 
men in Europe who stand in awe at the 
Pope’s tears and takes sides with them, 
without knowing th at.h is tears are need­ 
less. It is against this man, with his con­ 
secrated past, with his organized present, 
plotting, planning, scheming against united 
Italy, that the Government must be for­ 
ever arrayed. 
How much of the care 
which has lined the King’s brow with un­ 
timely furrows is due to the refractoriness 
of the Pope, we cannot know.—Gail Hamil­ 
ton in North American Review.

Over the manly breasts of the three 
jovial friends the juice of the filthy weed 
that little Robert Reed eschewed runs in 
little foam-flecked rills, and as the conver­ 
sation grows more animated, the faster the 
rate of speed of the mahogany-hued mo­ 
lars. 
Here, too, is the newly-married couple— 
you have all seen them in transit, in all 
stages of the blissful , honeymoon. She 
wears her bridal toggery, the conventional 
dove color, with a bonnet of the same 
gentle hue jauntily set on her drab locks. 
She carries a bouquet of hot-house blos­ 
soms a bouquet, credulous reader, that 
must have been built with the aid of a 
sledge, wedge, square and compass, so com­ 
pact is its exterior and so methodical its 
arrangement.

cement floor as they step by as neatly as 
could a goat. The long queues are braided 
to a painful degree of neatness and glisten 
with grease as they tangle around their 
keels at each step and describe a figure the 
shape of a fish-hook.

The dark clouds lift, the sun deluges the 
valley with a warm golden flood. The 
sky is blue as the sea, and foaming clouds 
roll lazily over the great dome.

as a straw hat in a snow-storm, and the 
man whose economy prompted him to 
wear an overcoat over a red flannel shirt, 
with a dignified expanse of celluloid cuff 
and collar peeping forth, wipes the dewy 
perspiration from his fevered eyebrow anil 
glares with envy at the man who had 
“peeled off'” his coat.

The fogs of 
many winters have woed away every ves­ 
tige of curl, and the huge purple (lowers 
nod and bob over a face that unwittingly 
divulges its capacity for the national plant 
of the Emerald Isle. She smiles—a smile 
of triumph, it is; 
she has had the last 
word, and as the agent sinks faint and 
white on a convenient cracker-box, anx­ 
ious friends spring 
to his 
assistance. 
W hethemhey succeed in fanning to life 
the sputtering spark of vitality, we shall 
not know. 
It is here that a family boards the train 
—a family consisting of a mother, two 
sturdy, red-cheeked lads, a dark-eyed little 
girl, and a towsle-headed baby, the ac­ 
cent and complexion of the entire family 
plainly telling that their nativity is the 
laud of macaroni, tómales and mandolins. 
They take up the entire end of the car 
with their goods and calamities, and their 
chatter, together with an odor of garlic 
that can be sliced with a knife, is not con­ 
ducive to the happiness of their more 
cleanly 
feliow-travelers. 
Carpet-sacks 
that are bursting open like a poppv-pod, 
disclose linen ot murky darkness, coffee­ 
pots, a bread-box, satchels and grip-sacks 
of antedeluvian origin, rags, sacks and 
bottles, all in a jumbled mass, make up 
their baggage. 
Satisfied? 
Why, yes, and glad they’re 
living. The young greasy baby insists on 
performing some feats of ground and lofty 
tumbling, and after lunching on dough­ 
nuts and cookies tiie floor of the car looks 
like a pit in a stock board. She han<rs on 
the shoulder rest of your seat and drops 
raisins and various articles down the back 
of your neck and [wmades your best switch 
with moistened peppermint candy. When 
you turn around, with murder in your 
"heart, to mutilate the offender, how can 
your courage but fail when the big soft 
brown eyes smile up at you from the 
grimy little face and in baby jargon she 
offers to divide the dirty and sweaty hand­ 
ful of sweets. 
In a seat at one side is a lady of gentle 
birth, who is plainly tired of the day. The 
happy family lose their novelty, and in 
vain she tries to bury herself in the books 
her officious companion has tossed into her 
lap at parting. The dainty fingers flutter 
the leaves over and over, then they toy 
with the contents of a box of choice con­ 
fections until, with a tired sigh, she leans 
against the window, the long dark lashes 
meet the soft pink cheek, and in the lan­ 
guage of the poet, aud the newspaper re­ 
porters of earlier dates, she is “in the arms 
of Morpheus.” 
The little faded-out, nervous woman 
envies the old gent with the face as broad 
and smooth as a benediction, who sleeps so 
comfortable over the wav, and whose peal­ 
ing snores fairly shatter the veneering on 
the ceiling of the car. 
Our twelve hours are drawing to a close 
—there is one more change, a most de­ 
cided one. 
The air has freshened, every­ 
thing appears bright and fresh ; 
even the 
train hands are fresh, and the boutenaires 
of dainty flowers they struggle under, 
whisper not only that spring is side-tracked 
veqy near (spring poets take notice), but 
each floral tribute conveys a whole bucket 
full of sentiment from some maiden with 
azure orbs to the knight of the wheel. 
Winding around the edge of old Monterey 
Bay, the surf dashes in mad fury under the 
soft light of the moon, and a sharp shriek 
of the whistle tears the stillness at the 
terminus of the road. All alone in state 
we sit in the lonely coach. There is no 
one left to criticise.

MBEDEBEBS AND NIHILISTS. 


Enorm ous E xten t of Territory—N atural 


F eatu res—E xaggerations Con­ 
cerning Its P rison s. 


Although much has been printed on the 
subject, the Russian Empire is still com­ 
paratively unknown. 
The difficulties of 
language, the character of the Government, 
the peculiar habits of the people are all 
hiuderances in the way of the traveler, and 
all tend to prevent any accurate knowledge 
of the inner life of the country. 
But, of 
all portions of this little-understood em­ 
pire, no part is less known or more talked 
about than the vast territory comprised 
under the general name of Siberia. 
The 
name itself summons up a thousand stories 
of terror, a thousand tales of suffering. 
There is perhaps no word in existence 
which expresses to the average mind a 
greater amount of concentrated human 
misery than this name. 
In geographical extent Siberia is the 
largest country under one government on 
the globe. 
From northeast to southwest, 
Siberia is 5,600 miles long. 
From north 
to south its extent is 2.170 miles, and it 
comprises, with Central Asia, the province 
lately conquered from Turkestan, above 
6,000,000 square miles, a territorv twice 
■ th 1 M ' I 
the size of the United States, or, including 
Mexico, as large as all North America. 
A country which covers so much of the 
earth’s surface must have a vast variety of 
climate; nor is it remarkable to find all 
kinds of soil, from the frozen ice of the 
Arctic shore to the torrid sands of Central 
Asia. 
That part of Siberia which borders 
on the Arctic seas is composed mostly of 
level plains, which are covered during 
three-fourths of the year with ice and 
snow. 
During the summer this portion 
becomes marshy; it is thawed out for only 
a few inches. 
During the winter the cold 
in Northern Sibsria is intense. Mercury 
freezes, and remains frozen for four or five 
•months in the year.. Travelers have fre­ 
quently noticed that spittle wiil freeze and 
strike the earth In a hard, icy ball. In 
traveling it becomes necessary frequently 
to halt and clear the nostrils of the horses 
from blood and ice, the intense cold caus­ 
ing them to bleed freely. The agent of 
the Russian-American Company at Ya­ 
kutsk had a well bored in his yard, and at 
a depth of 380 feet the ground was found 
to he frozen as hard as it was on the surface. 
In Eastern Siberia, during the summer, 
the inhabitants dig a hole in the ground 
and place therein their provisions, as in an 
ice chest. 
The bodies of the dead who 
have been buried from forty to sixty years 
are found to be hard frozen, and as perfectly 
preserved as on the day when they were 
interred. 
Duting the summer time on the 
Obi and other rivers of Northern Siberia, 
fish are caught and placed in ponds for 
preservation. 
When winter comes on they 
are taken out, exposed for a few hours to 
the air, then, hard frozen, transported 
2.000 miles to St. Petersburg. So intense 
is the cold of the winter, and so dangerous, 
from floating ice, is the navigation of the 
summer, so numerous are the obstacles (in 
the way of flooded rivers and marshy plains) 
in the way of the land traveler, that no 
complete survey of Northern Siberia has 
ever been made, and much of the coast 
line is merely conjectural. 
Proceeding south after leaving the Arctic 
circle, stunted vegetation and trees begin ; 
in the north temperate zone, thick forests 
of birches and cedars are found, and the 
few inhabitants are ahle to cultivate oats, 
rve and the hardier cereal?; still further 
south, the river valleys have great fertility. 
The most of Siberia, however, is a vast 
plain stretching to the north, in some parts 
much resembling the prairie lands of Iowa, 
very rich; the western portion of the 
countrv being in realty tbe granary of 
Russia". The river valleys are everywhere 
fertile, and there are plenty of them. 
Si­ 
beria being drained by four great rivers— 
the Obi, the Yenise , the Lena and the 
Amoor. 
The Obi is the greatest river of 
western Siberia, having a course of 2,000 
miles, navigable through three-fourths of 
its distance. 
I t and its tributaries traverse 
all the western provinces, and extend into 
Chinese Tartary. The Yenisei is nearly 
4.000 miles in length, rising in the moun­ 
tains of Mongolia, and comprising in its 
valley nearly 1,000,000 square miles of 
territory. 
The Lena is of eastern Siberia 
what the Obi is of western, the great artery 
of commerce for both Chinese and Russian 
goods, and is probably the most valuable 
for commercial purposes of them all. 
_ 
Notwithstanding its ample supply of riv­ 
ers, however, Siberia is practically excluded 
from the rest of the world, save through 
Russia, travel in the summer being im­ 
peded by flooded rivers, alternating with 
sandy plains, and in winter by the fact 
that" high winds blow the snow off the 
plains, at the same time creating enorm­ 
ous drifts in the ravines and hollows, thus 
horses are frequently forced to draw the 
sledges over bare ground for miles at a 
time. 
But the means of communication, 
even with these disadvantages, are greater 
than might be supposed. There are few 
railroads, but steamships traverse all the 
rivers, and highways have been constructed 
in every province and through the heart 
of Siberia. 
From the borders of Russia 
to the Chinese Wall there runs the high 
road to China, a vast artery of commerce, 
with post stations at short intervals, tel­ 
egraph wires, and a constant stream of 
travelers and merchandise passing to and 
fro. 
Allusion has been made to the few in­ 
habitants of Siberia, and the expression 
is used advisedly, there being only about 
5,000,000, less than one to every square 
mile. The people of Siberia may be classi 
fled roughly as aborigines, such as the 
Kirghiz and Kalmucks; voluntary colo­ 
nists, who are very few; compulsory immi­ 
grants, who for personal or political rea­ 
sons have been advised by the Govern­ 
ment to go to Siberia, and convicts. The 
th- 
last are the most numerous, but are not 
graded nor treated alike. 
Murderers, 
Nihilists and political prisoners are put 
to hard labor in the mines. Other classes 
are assigned 
compulsory 
employment, 
though perhaps not so arduous, while 
others again, though kept under the sur­ 
veillance of the police, are allowed to do 
what they choose: 
The mineral wealth 
of Siberia furnishes employment to a large 
class of the Government slaves. 
The 
mines are very extensive and exceedingly 
diverse, three districts being worthy of 
notice; the first east of the Ural moun­ 
tains, where gold, silver, 
copper and 
lead are found; the second on the north 
slope of the Alti mountains, and near the 
southern boundary of the country; the 
third, the Irkutch District, in Western 
Siberia. 
. 
B u t these do n ot com prise all th e m ines 
e f th e country, for on th e U ra l p lateau 
platinum and precious stones are found, 
i *i. •_ *!.« wAlr»«nin wwrin^ of th6 Pacific 
while in the volcanic region 
Coast, a district comprising over twenty 
active volcanoes, are found arsenic, anti- 


n o n v , plumbago, together with emeralds, 
the topaz and amethyst. The crown has a 
substantial hold on all the valuable mines, 
and receives all the wealth tnev yield that 
is not stolen, for the Russian Civil Service 
has the reputation of being the most 
thievish on the globe, and its members 
cannot be trusted, even with all the safe­ 
guards that avarice and caution can throw 
around them, so a large share of the gains 
of the mines goes iBto various pockets on 
its way to the Imperial Treasury. Never­ 
theless, at Vladivostock, over 100,000 tons 
of coal are mined per annum, and while 
there are no means of knowing what is 


in spite of the peculations already men- 
ls 
tioned, be very large. 
But Siberia is known and is interesting 
neither as an agricultural nor a mining 
country, for the term has become synony­ 
mous with every species of cruelty. 
In­ 
numerable narratives have been published 
from time to time, giving accounts of what 
purported to be the sufferings of prisoners 
in the Siberian mines, of harrowing adven­ 
tures undergone by escaping convicts. There 
was, no doubt, a time when these stories 
contained an element of truth 
Fifty to a 
hundred years ago, no doubt, the Siberian 
prisons were in places so dreadful that words 
would fail in the effort to give an adequate 
description of their horrors. But there is 
some reason to believe that in the last 
twenty-five or thirty years there has been 
an immense improvement in the condition 
of the Siberian prisoners. 
The system 
was begun by Peter the Great, who, as his 
predecessor, Ivan II., had conquered the 
western portion of the country, deter­ 
mined to make use of it as a penal settle­ 
ment for the Swedish prisoners he had 
taken in the war with Charles X II. Be­ 
tween 9,000 and 12,000 of these unfortu­ 
nates were deported to Siberia, and allowed 
to stay there as colonists, being obliged to 
remain in the country under no greater 
restraint 
than 
was 
necessary 
to 
prevent their escape. 
Indeed, 
many 
of 
them 
were 
allowed 
to 
send 
for their families, and the Russian Gov­ 
ernment defrayed the expense of bringing 
their wives and children from Sweden and 
locating them in Siberia. Of these pris­ 
oners over 800 were sent to Tobolsk, the 
capital of Western Siberia, and among 
them were gold and silversmiths, joiners, 
carpenters, shoemakers, blacksmiths and 
other handicraftsmen, who, being supplied 
with material and set up in business by 
the Government, soon became prosperous 
in their new location. 
Finding that the 
system worked well, according to the Rus­ 
sian idea, Peter the Great followed it out 
by sending all classes of convicts—muti­ 
neers from the army, murderers, robbers, 
and evil-doers generally. All were, how­ 
ever, not allowed to stay among the honest 
Swedes who had preceded them, but were 
sent further on. 
The same" system has 
practically been kept up to the present 
day, for the more depraved of the prison­ 
ers are segregated and kept from associa­ 
tion with the compulsory colonists, al­ 
though, by good conduct, a prisoner who 
has been sent out for life may in time 
escape from the hard labor of the mines 
and become a peasant farmer. The inter­ 
esting narrative of Baron Rosen, nimself a 
political prisoner of the time of Nicholas, 
says that Eastern Siberia is filled with 
colonists who are, or whose fathers have 
been convicts. 
The convicts are started from various 
parts of Russia four or five times a year in 
parties of from ten to one hundred, guarded 
by soldiers and Cossack cavalry. All wear 
irons, chains being fastened to the ankles 
in such a way that by means of a cord the 
prisoner may hold up his fetters and so 
walk with some degree of comfort. 
The 
distances traversed on foot by these exiles 
sometimes exceeds 4,000 miles, and, as no 
traveling can be done by the convict 
bands in winter, three or four years are 
sometimes required to reach their destina­ 
tion. Their families are usually allowed 
to attend them, and Rosan says that some 
of the most pathetic scenes witnessed in 
Siberia illustrated the devotion of noble 
ladies who, tor the sake of the husbands 
they loved, gave up rank and fortune, dis­ 
pensed with servants and attendants, and 
on foot traversed the long and weary way. 
In sensational plays and fiction the knout 
plays a prominent part, but at least one 
noted returned exile confesses that during 
the whole fifteen years of his experience 
in Siberia he never saw a knout. The in­ 
strument itself, judging from the descrip­ 
tion of it, is sufficiently terrible. It is a 
thick piece of rawhide, a cross section of 
which would show a triangle with exceed­ 
ingly sharp edges. Into the rawhide com­ 
posing the instrument iron filings have 
been beaten to render it heavy. The exe­ 
cutioner takes it in his hand, and when 
striking the back of the victim draws the 
knout, without raising it, straight across 
the flesh, thus cutting the skin with every 
stroke, while a hook at the end of the 
heavy contrivance tears off the flesh in 
strips. 
The knout, however, is now rarely 
applied, though beating with sticks and 
whips, and running the gauntlet between 
two lines of soldiers, are still punishments 
sometimes in vogue. Otherwise the prison­ 
ers fare well. 
The food at Kara is equal 
in quality and quantity to that of peniten­ 
tiary prisoners in the United States, and 
double that allowed to convicts in Eng­ 
land. 
No work can he done in winter 
time. The prisoners may receive letters, 
papers and visitors; they even contrive 
entertainments and amuse themselves with 
amateur plays and concerts. Of course 
their lot is not a happy one, still it is far 
from being as had as it is painted. At the 
Kara gold mines there are 2,000 prisoners, 
800 of whom are murderers, 400 robbers, 
700 vagrants, and only 100 have committed 
political offenses. 
_ 
_ 
About 16,000 persons are sent to Siberia 
everv year, most of them attended by their 
families, and, after their term of punish­ 
ment has expired, they become farmers, 
mechanics of various kinds and aid in the 
development of the country. 
Indeed, dur­ 
ing their term of servitude it is by no 
means certain that their work is profitable, 
for their Cossack guards are as lazy as 
themselves, and there is abundant evidence 
that so long as the prisoners give no 
trouble to their jailers they work or not, 
just as they please, for no definite hours 
are kept nor amount of labor required, and 
the mines rather answer the purpose of 
providing labor for the convicts than rev­ 
enue for the CrOwn. 
Many of the ex­ 
convicts become merchants, and at the 
great Tobolsk Fair and the fairs which 
are held during the summer in every town 
in Siberia may be seen prosperous mer­ 
chants buying and selling and getting gain 
who were once convicts and still mav not 
under pain of death leave the limits of 
Siberia.

Sifted coal ashes is an excellent prevent­ 
ive against injuries from melon and cu.- 
cumber bugs. 
A rich mellow soil and frequent cutting 
out of the old wood, is necessary to grow 
a good crop of currants. 
A blanket for the horse is a cheap arti­ 
cle considering the food it saves and the 
colds and sickness it avoids. 
It is indis­ 
pensable in well-regulated stables. 
Eggs for sitting should be from healthy 
adult birds not related. 
Never breed from 
late turkeys if it is possible to get better. 
Never breed from yearling turkeys if you 
can get two-year olds. 
To stop the bleeding of a horse or other 
stock from a snag or wound, says a corre­ 
spondent of the National Stockman, make an 
application of dry manure and it will stop 
the bleeding of a wound every time. 
As no two animals are alike, it is best to 
consult their appetitesanddesires. 
W hat­ 
ever the animal prefers as food, and 
thrives on, it should have. 
Food cannot 
be forced on an animal if he dislikes it. 
There is much in the breed, there is 
much in the feed, and there is more in the 
feeder than in either. 
A good feeder will 
do fairly well with a good breed and a poor 
feed, or with a good feed and a poor breed. 
But a good feeder putting good feed into a 
good breed is the acme of perfection in 
dairying. 
All fertilizers for vines should be spread 
around the base over a wide surface. 
As 
a rule the vine that makes a rapid growth 
at the top and spreads over a large surface 
makes large root growth also. 
If the 
fertilizer is spread close to the stem the 
small rootlets do not have an opportunity 
to appropriate it. 
As the roots reach out 
they will secure all the nutrition that is 
within their reach. 
Cooked food, when allowed to become 
cold, will sour if not used within a day 
or two. 
Some claim that such food is bet­ 
ter for hogs, but others are of the impres­ 
sion that it leads to disease. 
If the food 
left over is to be fed it will be better to 
heat it again, adding a tablespoonful of 
bicarbonate of soda to four gallons of the 
slop. The soda will neutralize the acid, 
and the heating will destroy fermentation. 
Application of petroleum or kerosene to 
black knot of plum trees before it has be­ 
come too old is said to prove efficacious in 
preventing the further extension of the 
disease or for curing it. But it is necessary 
to be very cautious not to allow the oil to 
run over the healthy bark, which would 
kill the tree if the bark was young and 
tender. A better way, doubtless would be 
first to cut out the excrescence and the ap­ 
ply the oil. 
A way to preserve cut flowers is thus 
given by the Orange Judd Farmer: “Im­ 
merse in a solution of gum arabic and 
water two or three times, waiting a suffi­ 
cient time between each immersion to al­ 
low the gum to dry. This process covers 
the surface with a thin coat of the gum, 
which is entirely impervious to the air, 
and thus prevents the withering of the 
flowers. 
Roses thus preserved have all 
the beauty of freshly plucked ones, though 
they have been plucked several months. 
I t is found profitable to devote large 
amounts of capital to dairying, and the 
labor is also a heavy item. 
If the dairy 
business, which requires constant work, 
can be made to pay, there is no reason 
why it should not be made to pay more, 
and at less expense. 
There is too much 
waste of time and labor on some farms, 
due to lack of organization and system­ 
atic management. 
It is often the case 
that more food and labor are used than 
should he the case in proportion to the 
product. 
Mr. Goff, in a report to the New York 
Agricultural Experiment Station, tells 
how gooseberry mildew was checked by 
spraying the bushes several times with a 
half or a quarter ounce of sulphide of 
potassium to a gallon of water. 
The sub­ 
stance also checked the ravages of the enr- 
rant worm. 
Apple scab was checked by 
sulphide of potassium applied at the rate 
of one-half ounce to the gallon. This sub­ 
stance appeared to possess more value than 
hyposulphite of sodium. Sulphide of cal­ 
cium did no good. 
Milk fever nearly always results from 
overfeeding the cow previous to calving. 
It is usual ¡to feed all cows alike, and as 
the dry cow is not compelled to convert 
the greater portion of her food into milk, 
the consequence is that she stores up the 
surplus as fat, and in a very short time 
becomes fat enough for the butcher, and 
utterly unfit for breeding. 
When the calf 
is dropped it may be weakly, and does not 
promptly assist in relieving the udder. 
The cow being also fat and feverish, the 
result is milk fever. A cow that is ex­ 
pected to calve should receive only a 
small proportion of carbonaceous food. 
Hay is preferable to grain. 
The New York Retail Grocers’ Union 
has again been defeated in its attempt to 
have passed a law requiring the sale of 
vegetables and fruit by weight. 
Weight 
is the only way in which vegetables and 
fruit can be estimated and sold at their 
actual value. It is interesting to see what 
ingenious arguments opponents of honest 
trade bring up. San irancisc© is about 
the only large city where retail grocers 
uniformly sell fruits and vegetables by 
weight. The system, while at first seeming 
a little strange to the newly arrived East­ 
erner, has given the greatest satisfaction, 
the purchaser being well aware that a 
pound is a i>oand, but a peck is not always 
a peck. 
No tree requires more space than the fig. 
In California the trees though compara­ 
tively young, have some of them grown to 
a size which has caused much speculation 
as to their ultimate dimensions. 
Messrs. 
O. & A. Brown, who are setting 2,000 
W hite Smyrna fig trees on their ranch 
near Delano, Kern county, have concluded 
to plant them fifty feet apart each way. 
AVhile the trees are small this will seem 
to be a waste of ground. 
Some horticult­ 
urists of an economical turn of mind 
would suggest that annual crops of one 
kind or another be raised between the 
rows until the trees are of a size to de­ 
mand the space. 
This would undoubtedly 
bring in a certain amount of revenue pre­ 
vious to the returns from the fig trees; out, 
it should be considered that the fig is a 
heavy, regular bearer, which draws upon 
the fertility of the land for a practically 
indefinite period. There is a question as 
wisdot 
- 
- - 
- 
to the wisdom of taking for other crops 
any of the fertility from the land, which 
will undoubtedly in time he required by 
the fig trees. The mistake of trying to 
get too many crops from the land in which 
permanent orchards are planted is very 
often made, and then when the orchards 
begin to run down or fail from one cause 
or another, it is wondered why the trees 
are not so prolific and robust as those of a 
neighbor, out the cause of previous soil 
exhaustion is never thought of, and it is 
but rarely that the grower gives sufficient 
forethought in such cases to give back ará- 
ficially, in a measure, that which has been 
taken away.—Oa'i/ornia Fruit Grower. 
The poultry industry of our country, 
though in its infancy, is a source of great 
profit and accumulative wealth. Secretary 
Rusk, in the forthcoming report of the 
Department of Agriculture, says: “The 
time has come when the importance of 
the poultry interests should be recognized 
in this department. The poultry products 
of the United States had a farm value of 


$200,000,000 last year, and no less than 
16,000,000 dozen eggs were imported at a 
first cost of over fifteen cents a dozen, or 
nearly $2,500,000, while the average an­ 
nual value of such importation during the 
past four years has been $2,212,326. Such 
facts emphasize the necessity for encour­ 
aging the increase of domestic fowls of all 
kincL, and they further indicate, beyond 
question, that this industry is important 
enough to demand the special considera­ 
tion of this department. The economics 
of rearing and feeding, the peculiar adapt­ 
ation of the breeds to specific uses, merit 
more official attention than has heretofore 
been given.” 
Edward Atkiuson says that 
the poultry product of this country is 
greater than the iron product. The fore­ 
going, from two authentic sources, show 
that that seemingly small industries are 
not to be tabooed, for in them is found the 
wealth of nations. 
Scarcely any product 
pays a better profit than eggs, yet, accord­ 
ing to Secretary Rusk, $2,006,000 is sent 
abroad to supply this deficiency, which 
ought to he produced in our own country 
and the money kept at home, for every 
dollar sent abroad is a financial loss, and 
when aggregating in the millions is a seri­ 
ous one. 
Farmers, awake and increase the 
yield of eggs so as to meet this leakage. 
To be a prosperous people our exports 
should far exceed our imports, and to 
bring this about requires the increased 
production in this country of over 16,000,­ 
600 dozen eggs annually. 
W ill you help 
to do it and derive a profit for yourself 
and the nation?— Orange Judd Farmer.

Tins journal to-day enters upon its 
seventv-ninth volume, and a new journal­ 
istic career of usefulness. It makes no 
boast of the past, no extravagant prom­ 
ises for the future—it is satisfied that its 
career shall speak for it, and that its work 
in the world shall be submitted to the test 
of reason. The E ecoed-L’nion seldom in­ 
dulges in remarks concerning itself, being 
content that it shall be judged by men 
without parade of its virtues; but the en­ 
try upon a new newspaper year does renew 
the conviction of the high character of the 
journalistic office, and intensifies the sense 
of responsibility that attaches to the con­ 
duct of an exponent of public opinion, 


THE DAY. 
There have been, there are now, and 
probably there will continue to be timid 
souls, sincerely devoted to free govern­ 
ment, who look upon the scheme of the 
republic with fear that it will fail. Others 
are tinctured with that degree of pessimism 
that impresses them with the belief 
that republican institutions have already 
entered the era of decadence. In the ve­ 
nality of officials, the corruption of poli­ 
ticians, the influx of foreign elements not 
inspired with love for the system of the 
republic, and in the apparent indifference 
with which the anniveri ary of the birth of 
Washington is observed, they discover evi­ 
dences of the decline of the patriotic spirit. 
But it is not essential that a peoplé 
should be constantly enthusiastic concern­ 
ing their political and social blessings in 
order to keep the patriotic fires burning. 
The national heart at its normal beat may 
be as true as in the hour of trial. Mere 
processional pageantry and pyrotechnic 
spectacle do not testify to sincere devotion 
to the patriotic principle, nor their absence 
to a decay of love for country. These ap. 
peal as much to ignoble as to lofty sentí 
ments; they are cheap devices that are 
employed for the most ¡ordinary of occa­ 
sions. 
There is to the impartial student of 
American character no evidence that 
the regard for the heroism and self-sacrifice 
of George Washington and the band of 
patriots who upheld his arms has grown 
weak, or that his memory has faded in the 
American heart. On the contrary, as the 
era of that lofty character recedes, its sym­ 
metry is more disclosed, and its exquisite 
proportions become clearer to the vision, 
As the ages pass, his name will be cher­ 
ished with even more loving regard, and 
the events in which hs was a chief actor 
will be more deeply graven upon the tab­ 
lets of history. 
It will be the fate of his name and 
character to stand forward among men for 
all time as a type of the loftiest effort 
made by man to attain the uttermost lim­ 
its of the possibilities of liberty, tempered 
by that wise restraint which is born of the 
voluntary surrender of rights by the gov­ 
erned, to the end that greater security and 
broader privileges and more gracious im- 
munites may be enjoyed by all. 
The tide of foreign ideas, the encroach­ 
ment of the anti-republican sentiment, 
the waves of socialistic isms and the as­ 
saults of anarchical foes, have in no wise 
so advanced upon us as to cause anxiety to 
the national heart. Since national gov­ 
ernment is a fallible institution, and like 
all the works of man, imperfect, It is possi­ 
ble that for the time to come when the 
nations of the Old World, in the smoke of 
our downfall, will witness the failure of 
self-government. But the hour will never 
strike, when the estimate of the character 
of Washington, as the representative of a 
lofty idea, will decline. 
Should in a future century the Amer­ 
ican people fall apart and the fabric of the 
Republic be broken up from the founda­ 
tions, the calamity will serve to lift Wash­ 
ington to the level of prophets—since no 
such deplorable occurrence can come 
about except through disregard of his in­ 
spired warnings. “Towards the preserva­ 
tion of your government and the perma­ 
nency of your present happy state," said 
the devoted patriot to the people of the 
new-born Republic, "it is requisite, not 
only that yon steadily discountenance ir­ 
regular opposition to its acknowledged 
authority, bnt also that you resist with care 
the spirit of innovation upon its prin­ 
ciples, however specious the pretexts.

If these sagacious counsels are observed 
and his example of self-sacrifice kept in 
view, the American national heart will 
never cease to beat in time to the pro­ 
gressive march of the best government 
of man’s creation. 
A MORMON CHURCH EXPONENT BE- 
PLIES. 
The Deseret Sews is the mouth-piece, in 
a journalistic sense, of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Later Day Saints. It has for 
years been recognized as an able advocate 
ol that organization, and as the unwearied 
and valiant defender of the Mormon faith. 
We do not recall that it has ever been 
charged with cowardice, or indulgence in 
mere vituperation in lieu of argument. 
We hare recognized it for many years as 
a stalwart champion of its Church, and 
have frequently had occasion to deplore 
the misdirection of the ability behind it. 
In a recent issue this organ of the Mormon 
Church takes the Record-Union severely 
to task for its comments upon the recent 
election in Salt Lake City. Opening with 
some exceedingly complimentary remarks 
concerning the intelligence of this journal, 
and its fairness and information con­ 
cerning Utah, and its representative char­ 
acter among papers of the day, the Ncirs 
quotes us as saying that the triumph of 
the “Gentiles” is a victory for free institu­ 
tions, “and is a suggestion to the churches, 
no matter what their creed or position, 
that the American will not tolerate any 
interference by ecclesiastical authorities 
with the government of his State. The 
election inaugurated a new era for Utah. 
It presages there the decline of the power 
of the Church in civic administration." 
To this the -Veit's replies that the victory 
as viewed on the ground, was in fact but 
the result of arrogant assumption of tyran­ 
nical authority ; that appeal from the de­ 
cisions of the Registrars was refused, and 
that those officials disregarded the decrees 
of the Supreme Court of the United States, 
and thus deprived “Mormons" of the right 
to vote. If this is true, we reply that the 
Mormons have their remedy in the Courts 
of the nation, where they can rest assured 
all their legal rights will be upheld, and 
any injustice done them will be righted. 
The yeus charges that there was ecclesi­ 
astical interference, since all the non-Mor­ 
mon churches co-operated with the “Lib­ 
eral” or Gentile party. But interference 
as spoken of by the RLcobd-I nion re­ 
ferred not to the influence of believers in 
certain faiths being cast with a political 
party, but to those acts by church authori­ 
ties that are believed to bind the religion­ 
ist, and to lead him as the church desires 
him to go, even in opposition to the laws 
and the policy of the Government; the as­ 
sertion of ecclesiastical authority as supe­ 
rior to that of the State, and between 
which the believer chooses under the con­ 
viction that it is done at the peril of his 
soul’6 salvation. We have not heard it 
charged that the non-Mormon churches in 
Utah assumed to issue decrees to their 
parishioners, or commands that they should 
vote in a particular direction, or that they 
have ever held their followers under pains 
and penalties to political lines. That their 
influence, their preaching, their active 
labors were and are with the Liberal party, 
is true. But that is no more ecclesiasti­ 
cal interference than is the well-known 
position of the Methodist Church in favor 
of legal restraints upon and even prohi­ 
bition of the liquor traffic. 
The charge made by us that the non­ 
Mormon has in Utah suffered punishment 
fiorn the dominant church, in various 
forms, the News pronounces “maudlin.” It 
adds that leading Liberals have become 
wealthy upon Mormon patronage. That 
“in no one thing have the ‘Mormons’ ever 
so far deviated from a policy of common 
sense and justice as in continuing a lavish 
patronage of business men and firms who, 
in a covert and even sometimes in an 
open way, were doing their utmost to rob 
them of their most sacred rights.” Just 
how it is in the present we are not in­ 
formed with a great degree of certainty, 
but that in the past the Mormon prac­ 
ticed with utmost freedom the “art” of 
boycotting the Gentile neighbor, is a mat­ 
ter of history that the consensus of his­ 
torical proofs establish. It will not profit 
us to debate an issue of fact with the News, 
upon which we so widely differ from it. 
So, too, the assertion that it is utterly false 
that Gentiles have ever been in danger of 
Mormon vengeance does not comport with 
what we hold to be the truth of the 
history of the Territory. 
The Netcs sees nothing heroic in the 
tenacity with which the Gentiles have 
“held on” and waited for the victory at 
last achieved. In that respect the differ­ 
ence between the two journals is one of 
perception. To us the persistency cf the 
battle that has been waged against the 
power of the Mormon Church as a dom­ 
inant agency in the politics of Utah, 
savors of the heroic. 
The Netrs, on the 
other hand, holds that “heroism is usually 
attributed to the other side in a contest of 
the character now going on in Utah, in 
which a religious organization is strug­ 
gling to maintain an existence against 
tremendous odds determined to destroy it.” 
This is begging the question. We do 
not believe th3t the efforts of the Liberals 
in Utah have been directed to the task 
of destroying a religious organization. If 
the people of the nation believed that the 
campaigns of the Liberals in L tab were 
promoted for the destruction of the Mor­ 
mon Church as such, for warfare upon 
the right of men to worship as the 
conscience approves, or to speak and write 
freely, to assemble orderly, to engage in 
whatever devotions they choose within the 
laws of decency and civilization, and the 
recognized and generally accepted codes of 
social life concerning the marriage rela­ 
tion, they would withdraw their sympathy 
and promptly denounce the Liberal move­ 
ment. If, in short, they believed that the 
Liberal triumph meant the narrowing of 
tolerance, any circumscribing of religious 
privilege, any shearing of human right, 
thev would crush the Liberals with the 
weight of their indignation. 
The Netrs excepts to the statements of 
the R ecord-U nion that there was at­ 
tempted fraud on the part of the Mormon 
party in the election, and asserts that the 
Liberals were open in their contempt for 
law, and brazen in their perpetration of 
frauds. We did not assert: we stated what 
others said, who were on the ground and 


a sumed to know. But that is a matter of 
small consequence, since if the Mormons 
were defrauded, they have their remedy in 
the Courts, and if they have any evidence 
of outrages in the conduct of the election, 
they can bring the oflenders to punish­ 
ment. Practically the Keics forsaw such 
reply, for it adds one instance of alleged 
fraud, that it is notorious that 3 special 
train was run by the Gentiles to the Col­ 
orado line, registering hundreds of men as 
voters who never lived in Salt Lake City, 
and that the Gentile leaders have rndde no 
open denial of such charges of fraud pre­ 
ferred by the Mormons against them. 
These matters can well be left to the in­ 
vestigation of the Courts. 
The Weirs denies with emphasis that the 
contest between the Mormon and the non­ 
Mormon elements in Utah is a contest in 
behalf of religious liberty by the latter 
We have these many years held it to be 
just that, since it has been a struggle on 
the part of the Gentile to divorce civil 
government in the Territory from the 
church that so long dominated the politi­ 
cal institutions of the State. It may be 
true that the majority of the Liberals are 
not religionists, are attached to no church, 
but none the less the result of their con­ 
test with Mormonism operates in the di­ 
rection of emancipation from a species of 
political slavery by ecclesiastical authori­ 
ties of the mass of the Mormon people of 
Utah. 
We are perfectly well aware that there 
is now and long has been a good deal of 
misconception concerning the Mormon 
people ; that in some degree the church 
has been misrepresented; that its purely 
civil ordering of things has been in the in­ 
terest of sobriety, quiet industry and the 
suppression of not a few evils. But when 
all this is said it remains that there has 
not been in L’tah among the Mormons 
political freedom, because the church has 
utterly dominated the faithful and has or­ 
dered not only its social conduct, but its 
political creed, and that practically the 
latter has had but one article of faith ex­ 
pressed in it—animosity to all parties, 
men and classes that in any way proposes 
interference with the order of things 
established by the church, polygamy in­ 
cluded. 
EMPLOYING TEE UNEMPLOYED. 
There has beenmade on the Supervisors 
of San Francisco a demand that they shall 
enter upon the prosecution of some sort of 
public work, in order to relieve the dis­ 
tresses alleged to he felt by a large num­ 
ber of men out of employment in that city. 
The committee assuming to speak for the 
unemployed, to the number of 25,000, con­ 
sists of five persons. Just what commis­ 
sion they have to represent the people 
they say they speak for is not clear. A 
meeting was held ten days ago, to which 
the unemployed were invited to come. 
There attended about six hundred, and 
tile committee was named. If we assume 
that three times that number are out of 
employment in a city of over three hun­ 
dred thousand population, it is not at all a 
surprising revelation. Unquestionably the 
times are a little hard, and there is 
stringency in the money market, but there 
is not more severity than was to have been 
expected from such a phenomenal stress of 
stormy weather, that put a stop to most 
outdoor employment. 
There is as much money in the country 
as ever, but it is a strange fact that when 
the cry of a pinch is raised, the very peo­ 
ple who have money proceed to hoard it. 
The truth is, that the best time of all 
others to expend money In productive in­ 
dustry, is the time when labor most de­ 
mands employment and when there is 
most need for the circulation of the 
medium of exchange. But human nature 
is as it is, and not as we would have it. 
The appeal to the Supervisors of the me­ 
tropolis to expend money in the treasury 
simply for the purpose of giving employ­ 
ment, is indefensible, dangerous, and if 
carried out to its legitimate end, would 
wreck any community. Human sympathy 
must go out to any man willing to work, 
needing employment and unable to obtain 
it. All such have claims upon their fel­ 
lows that cannot be ignored. But the dis­ 
position to turn to the Government for 
relief in such cases is ene that ought to be 
discouraged. 
Taxation is not levied for 
the purpose of meeting such demands, and 
unless there is public work needing pros­ 
ecution and that should be done now, to 
enter upon the disbursement of public 
funds for the purpose of giving employ­ 
ment, is malfeasance. If, as the com­ 
mittee referred to asserts, there are 25,000 
unemployed men in San Francisco in need, 
who ought to be given work by the Super­ 
visors, and it is assumed that such labor 
should earn $1 50 a day, in twenty days 
three-quarters of a million dollars would 
be taken from the treasury of San Fran­ 
cisco, and it may well be doubted if for 
money so hastily spent the city would re­ 
ceive due return. 
The R ecord-Union is the friend of 
honest labor; it has never at any time 
failed to stand for human rights, and to 
advocate the best interests of men who 
earn their living by labor in any honest 
form, nor will it ever fail to maintain the 
cause of honest industry; but it can well 


understand that the condition of the un­ 
employed in San Francisco would not 
be bettered by any such expenditure as the 
committee referred to asks shall be 
adopted. Aside from the illegality of ex­ 
penditure such as asked for, it is hurtful 
to the cause of labor, and results in addi­ 
tional burdens to taxpayers, which in turn 
operate to check the output of means in 
directions that give steady employment 
and encourage manufacturing. 
If the people who have paid from $4 to 
§10 a ticket for opera nights in the last 
two weeks in the metropolis,would expend 
one-fourth as much in employment of 
labor in addition to what we may reasona­ 
bly assume they now expend, judgeJ by 
their ability to purchase opera sittings, a 
very considerable good would be done. If 
those who have coin, instead of hoarding 
it would set it afloat at the very time when 
it can be made to produce the most be­ 
cause of the need that presses upon labor, 
all real distress would be relieved. But if 
these cannot be moved to such action, then 
there should be asked from those having, 
something weekly for the purpose of re­ 
lieving distress, and we believe that the 
wealth and the heart of San Francisco is 
equal to the need. Nay, we are convinced 
that if the people were entirely convinced 
that there is such distress as is represented, 
they would pour out relief more liberally 
even than they did for the Johnstown suf­ 
ferers, or the unfortunate people who were 
burned out upon the north. 
A contemporary suggests also that if 
those having bills falling due at home 
would meet them somewhat in advance 
the commercial community of San Fran­ 
cisco could put in circulation a very large 
amount of money, and it is this circula­ 
tion that is needed and that will start the 
wheels of industry anew. There is enough 
work to do in San Francisco, and in every 
town on the coast, to call into exercise 
every willing muscle, but the lengthened 
storm has checked all building and stayed 
nearly all work out of doors, and that has 
resulted in stringency in manufacturing 
and merchandising also, and hence the 
pinch has been felt all around. In such a 
state of affairs the suggestion that if eveiy 
one in enjoyment of a comfortable in­ 
come in San Francisco would give one 
day’s salary for the employment of work­ 
ers in something that such person can 
have done and that will yield him value 
the distress would be relieved, is a good 
one. 
In other words, what is wanted in San 
Francisco is not charity, but such circula­ 
tion of money as will enable it to put 
muscle at work. At the same time we are 
not convinced that the distress is so great 
as the committee asfeert, since they have 
not proved it, and since they have used 
their appeal as a vehicle for preaching 
against the established order of things in 
society and government. It was not wise 
on the part of a committee of that kind 
to enter upon the discussion of economic 
propositions and questions concerning the 
distribution of products at such a time, or 
in a document asking that money be put 
into circulation as a charity. Neverthe­ 
less, in pinching times some one, as we 
have said, always hoards money, and all 
proper influence should he brought to bear 
on such people in such eras to induce them 
to lend, to expend and to give their money 
vitality and capacity to return to them 
due reward. If commercial and financial 
San Francisco has the spirit to do it they 
can set the money afloat that will meet all 
immediate necessities and render it un­ 
necessary for doubting, and possibly weak: 
Supervisors to find excuse to enter upon 
disbursement of the public funds for pur­ 
poses never contemplated by law.

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CHARTER, OR STATE L A W ? 


WHICH GOVERNS IN THE HATTER OF 
A CITY ELECTION ? 


T h e C ity T ra ste e s G et Legit,! O pinions 


on th e S ubject, an d /T h e n

A t the special met? ang of the City Trus­ 
tees yesterday af> .ernooi the question of 
issuing a call for the approaching city elec­ 
tion came up f or action. A t the last m eet­ 
ing of the I _,oard the members could not 
d eterm iné¿ w hether the tlection should be 
cabed j jd e r the general State election law 
or ty'' e city charter, and :t was arranged to 
ca:// ■ on ¡he Attorney-General and ask his 
pinion in the m atter. This was done on 
rhursday. 
Mayor Gregory stated that the Attorney- 
•“neral had given it a, his opinion that 
e State election law does not apply to 
c ty elections. The charter required that 
ten days’ notice of an election m ust be 
eiven. Under this ruling of the Attorney- 
Geueral the Board of T russes could regii- 
'Ttfrp'Ttm riL rb c r (if poliinj; G-nOtE. 
- 
City Attorney 
Church 
advanced the 
opinion that, under the charter, no register 
would be required. If tbe AtiomeVGen- 
eral holds that the charter alone controls 
in such matters, then a register would not 
be required, as the charier was in existence 
before the registry law was passed. 
“ W hy not, ’ he said, “ have a good, old- 
fashioned election without any charter ?” 
M ayor Gregory said a great deal of ex­ 
pense conid bs saved by proceeding under 
the charter. 
Trustee M cLaughlin thought the same 
polling-places should be used as at the last 
election. H e did not think the expense 
would be much more. 
The better plan 
would be to hold the election under tbe 
State law, and m ade a motion to that effect. 
M ayor Gregory thought the Board was 
required to call and hold the election u n ­ 
der the charter. 
City A ttorney Church, being asked his 
opinion, stated that the Trustees could be 
governed by either the general law or the 
cnarter. 
But would advise that the Board 
be governed by the advice of the Attorney- 
General, that an election held under the 
charter would be legal. 
M ayor Gregory said he would be gov­ 
erned by the opinion of the City Attorney, 
if given in a specific manner. 
M r. Church replied that his advice would 
be to hold the election in the m anner that 
had governed in the past, but as nearly as 
possible in conformity with the general 
law. 
On being pressed for a positive opinion, 
City Attorney Church replied 
that the 
charter and ordinances were the supreme 
law of the city so long 
as they do 
not conflict with the general laws of the 
S tate; th at the people of the city could 
conduct an election or perform any other 
m atter strictly of local concern in any 
m anner or in any way they saw fit, so long 
as the general State laws were not infringed 
upon ; that the State was not interested; in 
any m atter peculiarly relating to the city 
of Sacram ento; th at State election laws of 
a 
general 
nature elsewhere 
in 
force 
throughout tbe State controlled the city 
only as to m atters of general concern 
throughout the State; that all m atters of 
local interest m erely were controlled by the 
charter and ordinances of the c ity ; that the 
people of the State had no direct or pecul­ 
iar interest in the election of Sacramento's 
local or city officers; and that an election 
of such officers, held in accordanceV ith 
the existing charter and ordinances, would 
be valid, w ithout redistricting the city ac­ 
cording to the last amended election law. 
H e farther stated that the charter ought to 
be complied with as to not having more 
than two precincts established in any one 
ward, and if the Board wished to establish 
two precincts in the First W ard they would 
have to do so by am ending Ordinance 107. 
so as to accomplish that purpose: and that 
they m ight law fully do this, although the 
precincts established thereby m ight contain 
more than 200 votes, as "limited by the 
last State election law. 
The establishm ent 
of wards and precincts for a city election is 
a m atter of purely locai concern, in which 
the State is not interested, and a m atter as 
to which the charter and ordinances of the 
city are the param ount iaw. 
Mayor Gregory moved to amend Mr. Mc­ 
L aughlin’s m otion by providing th at the 
election be called aiiff conducted under the 
charter. 
It was suggested that, in order to get 
m ore polling-places, the num ber of wards 
m ight be increased, us the charter allowed 
no more than two such in each ward. 
A long and tedious discussion ensued, 
and finally, at 5:15 o’clock, without coming 
to a vote tin. the pending m otion, the Board 
took a recess till 7 p. m. 
W hen the Board reconvened in the even­ 
ing, Trustee W olf said he wanted enough 
polling places throughout the city so that 
not a m an who was entitled to vote would 
have to be shut out because he did not leave 
his work in tim e to get in his vote. 
He 
knew of men in the railroad Bhops having 
arrived at the polls after the windows had 
been shut down. 
H e either wanted the 
hours w ithin which one could vo:e ex­ 
tended. or if this could not be done to make 
m ore precincts. 
Mayor Gregory said his views were the 
sam e as those of Trustee Wolf, and he be­ 
lieved they could am end the election ordi­ 
nance aud’ m ake more polling places. 
Trustee M cLaughlin said he was more 
and m ore convinced from the argum ent 
that his plan—that of calling the election 
under the general election law—was the 
proper one to pursue. 
The roll was called on Trustee M cLaugh­ 
lin's m otion to call the election under the 
general election law, and nothing was said 
about the M ayor's pending m otion 
to 
am end. Trustees M cLaughlin and W olf 
voted aye, and M ayor Gregory no. The 
latter, however, changed his vote to aye, 
saying that he did so in order to avoid any 
conflict, although he 
believed the call 
would be illegal. 
A discussion ensued relative to tbe m at­ 
ter of registration, and 
Trustee W olf 
moved that registrations close on Monday 
at m idnight, in order to give sufficient time 
in which to get out a supplem ental register 
before the prim ary election. 
[This is the requirem ent under the gen­ 
eral la w ] 
. 
The M ayor was anxious to have Trustee 
M cLaughlin declare him self on the sub­ 
ject while the latter was equally desirous 
of hearing from the Mayor. 
M ayor Gregory said that heretofore, under 
the charter, voters had been allowed to 
register up to the day of election. 
He was 
ODDOsed to having the records incum bered 
by any reference to primaries. 
Trustee M cLaughlin then moved that 
the Board refuse to issue a supplem ent. 
On roll-call M cLaughlin voted aye. and 
Trustee W olf and the Mayor voted no. 
Trustee W olf declined to alter or amend 
his m otion, as requested by the Mayor, and 
insisted on a roll-call. 
The M ayor said he wanted all persons 
entitled to vote to have an opportunity to 
do so, but it was not proper to say anything 
about prim ary elections. 
Trustee W o lf— "W hat tim e would you 
suggest to have registration close, then?" 
M avor Gregory—“You fix the time, and 
I ’ll vote for it, but this Board has no offi­ 
cial knowledge of prim ary elections, and 
it would not be proper to have any reter- 
ence thereto appear in its m inutes.

An adjourned meeting of the City Trus- 
ees was held yesterday to fix the tax ievy 
or the following year. 
The Board had 
reed upon ail the items except that for 
be support of the School Department. 
W hen this m atter 
was 
brought up, 
Trustee M cLaughlin said he was n o tin 
favor of granting the School D epartm ent 
the full am ount ssked for (35 cents on the 
3100). units? the Board of 
Education 
should decide to do som ething w ith the 
Perry Sem inary property. 
It was costing 
the city considerable money—some $200 
per m cnth—to m aintain it. The School 
Board should dispose of it and use the pro­ 
ceeds for the expenses of the department. 
Sim ilar views were expressed by the 
Mayor. 
The 
property' ivas practically 
useless, and if there were any way to pro­ 
tect the interests of the city in the matter, 
he wanted to see it done. If 25 or 30 cents 
were levied for school purposes, the School 
Board could dispose of tbe property and 
m ake up tbe difference required. 
Trustee W olf said he was not in favor of 
cutting dowu the school levy. The School 
Board would not give the property to the 
city—that was certain. 
If the levy were 
not sufficient to run the schools, the re­ 
sponsibility would fall upon the Trustees. 
Tbe best thing the Trustees can do is to 
levy at least 34 cents for the schools. 
Trustee M eLanjhlin did not believe in 
giving the School Board more money that it 
really required. It bad plenty of money 
last year and went to work and rushed up 
another school building in an expensive 
way. 
Mayor Gregory said the levees aud streets 
required a very heavy outlay this year, and 
the school departm ent should get along as 
economically as possible. They should de­ 
rive some profit from the Perry property, 
and relieve the city as much as possible. 
Trustee W olf said that if the School 
Board would dispose of that property it 
could spend a great proportion of the pro­ 
ceeds in necessary improvem ents to the 
sidewalks and fences about the school 
buildings. 
He was willing to stand in for 
34 cent3 for the schools. 
Trustee M cLaughlin said he was in favor 
of giving the schools all they required, but 
the value ot tbe Perry Sem inary property 
should be included in the assets o f the de­ 
partm ent. 
He finally moved that the school tax 
levy be fixed at 29 cents. 
The Mayor qnoted from the charter the 
provision requiring the Trustees to levy 
such tax for school pnrposes as mav be re­ 
quired by the School Board. 
Under this provision the Mayor said he 
did not see how the Trastees could do oth­ 
erwise than levy the Tax asked for, as the 
charter also gives the School Board the 
power to buy, sell and hold real estate, and 
the Trustees could not force it to sell any of 
the property unless it wished to do so. If 
too sm all a levy were made, litigation 
m ight ensue. 
The roll was called on Mr. M cLangn’s 
motion to m ake the school tax 29 cents. 
He voten aye, Trustee W olf voted no. 
Mayor Gregory said that as that would 
give the School Board a chance to realize 
$8,500 on the useless Perry Sem inary prop­ 
erty, he would vote aye. 
The tax levy was fixed as follows : 
General fund. 3 1 ; Fire Departm ent, 22 
c en ts; schools, 29 cen ts; street sprinkling. 
10 cents ; street repairs, 13 cents ; police, 
18 cents : Free Library, 4 cents ; levee and 
drainage, 19 cents ; sewer, 5 cents. Total, 
$2 20. 
The increase over the levy of last year 
($2 10 ‘ is caused chiefly by tbe extra sum 
required for street repairs, drainage and 
sewers.

M andam us Suit 
A gainst th e C ity T ru stees. 
W hen a prom inent m em ber of the City 
Board of Education was informed by a 


R e c o r d U n i o n reporter last evening that 
the City Trustees had levied but 29 cents 
on each 3100 for the support of the School 
Departm ent, he rem arked: 
"Is that so? Then the Board of Educa­ 
tion will no doubt commence an action at 
once against the Trustees to compel them 
to levy the sum asked for, 35 cents.” 
"Do you think the School Board will 
really do that?” asked the reporter. 
"Yes, indeed, I do,” the Director replied. 
“ We m ust have just so m uch money, or 
close down some of the schools, and that, 
of course, will not do.” 
“ But the Trustees say yon can sell the 
Perry Seminary property and realize more 
money than they have refused yoa. 
How 
is that?” 
"T he law gives us the right to hold the 
property,” replied theSchool Director, "and 
we re not bound to sacrifice any of it. The 
schools require the m oney asked for, and 
the charter says the Trustees m ust include 
in the tax levy the sum found by the Board 
of Education to be necessary for the sup­ 
port of the schools. They can't get around 
it, and I am sure the Board of Education 
will bring suit to compel them to do so.”

Notw ithstanding 
the storm, the road was open across the 
m ountains and all trains moving. 
The east-bound overland which left this 
city yesterday reached Truckee at m id­ 
night last night, aud the consolidated west­ 
bound train that had been held at Truckee 
reached here about 1 o’clock this m orning. 
The railroad company has now about 
1,000 men employed cn the m ountain in 
shoveling snow, 240 having been sent up 
there on Thursday night.

A LION ON HORSEBACK. 


D e sc r ip tio n o f th e P er fo r m a n c e o f th e 
Y ou n g “ P r in ce L eo .” 
Speaking of one of the sensations of the 
holidays, the fifteen-months-old horseback 
lion, the Pall Mall Gazette says: I was in­ 
troduced to him at a rehearsal which took 
place in the arena of the Opera House 
yesterday afternoon. 
It was his debut in 
the English sawdust, and he thoroughly 
enjoyed himself. Do not, tender reader, 
imagine that Prince Leo is let loose in the 
ring. lío. He is young and playful now, 
but some day he might take it "into his 
handsome head to make a leap into the 
stalls and make*off with a plump morsel 
which was never intended for butcher’s 
meat before measures could be taken to 
stop him. A circular cage is run up in 
the ring with a coroneted top piece, which 
is let down from the upper regions as a lid. 
A pretty little white horse with a lovely 
white tail, with a pad on his back and an 
arrangement of armor on his mane, is trot­ 
ting rouid the ring. 
All is ready, and a gang of men wheel 
up a gorgeous den to the door of the cage. 
Out bounds the lovely young lion, a splen­ 
did young beast in admirable condition, 
roaring and gnashing his teeth, rolling his 
eyes and whirling his tail around. I take 
it that these signs denoted his pleasure at 
greeting his old friend, the white horse 
with a low ing tail. 
Before the lion had 
got well out he was followed by a splendid 
Russian boar-hound, which lives with him 
in perfect amity. The trainer is a Ger­ 
man, a short, well-built little man, with a 
pair of fine mustachois. 
He is armed with 
a whip only, and immediately orders the 
lion to take his place on a wooden pedes­ 
tal about five feet high, which he does 
with a pleasurable placidity. 
Then the 
performance begins. After showing his 
obedience to his master with just a snarl 
and a growl or two to mark time, he is or­ 
dered to leap from his pedestal on to the 
horse’s back, a feat which he aeecomplislies 
with ease and grace. 
The horse then can­ 
ters around the ring, the dog following, 
and the trainer in the center with his eye 
always on the lion. The horse is a small 
one, not much bigger than a pony, in fact, 
and it is quite wonderful how easy he 
takes to his rider, who scales sixteen stone. 
A platform is then fixed up high enough 
for the horse to pass under. 
Prince 
Leo mounts and jumps from the horse’s 
back onto the platform. 
It is very com­ 
ical to see the Prince crouching on the 
platform with his head bent down to watch 
the approach of the horse. He repeated 
this feat several times without a hitch, 
and with a grace which made the perform­ 
ance not only wonderful but pleasant to 
watch. Virtue is rewarded with a lump 
of meal. 
Next comes a race. The horse, 
the dog and the lion tear around the ring, 
taking a hurdle on the way with great 
pleasure, though Prince opened his mighty 
jaws and roared in tones which made me 
glad of the iron barrier. 
For the last act 
the lion jumped onto the platform and 
fired a pistol. A lump of meat dangled 
from a string attached to the trigger, aud 
that was how it was done. 
The lion, by 
the way, comes from Hamburg, and is the 
property of Hakenbach, the famous ani­ 
mal dealer.

At the call of their Slates, the people 
of the South, with unexampled unanimity, 
volunteered to defend their hearths, their 
altars, and their inalienable rights.

Vainly had the South relied on the 
Constitution as a shield: it was crushed 
by the mailed hand of a factious majority

tenth number of The Federalist, described 
as that which had covered with approbium 
federation as a form of government.

make no excusatory plea that the men 
“thought they were right” when, at the 
call of their sovereign State, they staked 
all save honor in defense of the rights 
their fathers left them. 
If they were not 
right, then patriotism is an empty name, 
and he who looks death in the face under 
its sacred inspiration may be a traitor. If 
it be treason for a citizen to defend the 
State under whose protection he lives, 
even against the Federal Government, the 
Constitution has placed him in the cruel 
dilemma of being, in the event of conflict 
between the State and the United States, 
necessarily compelled to commit treason 
against one or the other. This surely can­ 
not be the condition to which our fathers 
reduced us when they entered into the 
compact of union. 
Allegiance is every­ 
where due to the sovereign only. 
That 
sovereign, under the American system, 
is the People—the People of the State to 
which the individual belongs, the People 
who constitute the State 
government, 
which he obeys; the People who alone, as 
far as he is concerned, ordained and estab­ 
lished the Federal Constitution; the Peo­ 
ple who never delegated their sovereignty, 
aud therefore retain the power to revoke 
agencies created by them.— Jefferson Davis 
in Xorth Anwican Review.

A LION ON HORSEBACK. 


Description of the Performance of the 
Young “ Prince Leo.” 
Speaking of one of the sensations of the 
holidays, the fifteen-months-old horseback 
lion, the Pall Mall Gazette says: I was in­ 
troduced to him at a rehearsal which took 
place in the arena of the Opera House 
yesterday afternoon. 
It was his debut in 
the English sawdust, and he thoroughly 
enjoyed himself. Do not, tender reader, 
imagine that Prince Leo is let loose in the 
ring. No. H e is young and playful now, 
but some day he might take it into his 
handsome head to make a leap into the 
6talls and maker off with a plump morsel 
which was never intended for butcher’s 
meat before measures could be taken to 
stop him. A circular cage is run up in 
the ring with a coroneted top piece, which 
is let down from the upper regions as a lid. 
A pretty little white horse with a lovely 
white tail, with a pad on his back and an 
arrangement of armor on his mane, is trot­ 
ting round the ring. 
All is ready, and a gang of men wheel 
up a gorgeous den to the door of the cage. 
Out bounds the lovely young lion, a splen­ 
did young beast in admirable condition, 
roaring and gnashing his teeth, rolling his 
eyes and whirling his tail around. I take 
it that these signs denoted his pleasure at 
greeting his old friend, the white horse 
with a flowing tail. Before the lion had 
got well out he was followed by a splendid 
Russian boar-hound, which lives with him 
in perfect amity. The trainer is a Ger­ 
man, a short, well-built little man, with a 
pair of fine mustachois. He is armed with 
a whip only, and immediately orders the 
lion to take his place on a wooden pedes­ 
tal about five feet high, which he does 
with a pleasurable placidity. Then the 
performance begins. After showing his 
obedience to his master with just a snarl 
and a growl or two to mark time, he is or­ 
dered to leap from his pedestal on to the 
horse’s back, a feat which he aeecomplishes 
with ease and grace. The horse then can­ 
ters aiound the ring, the dog following, 
and the trainer in the center with his eye 
always on the lion. The horse is a small 
one, not much bigger than a pony, in fact, 
and it is quite wonderful how easy he 
takes to his rider, who scales sixteen stone. 
A platform is then fixed up high enough 
for the horse to pass under. 
Prince 
Leo mounts and jumps front the horse’s 
back onto the platform. 
It is very com­ 
ical to see the Prince crouching on the 
platform with his head bent down to watch 
the approach of the horse. He repeated 
this feat several times without a hitch, 
and with a grace which made the perform­ 
ance not only wonderful but pleasant to 
watch. Virtue is rewarded with a lump 
of meat. Next comes a race. The horse, 
the dog and the lion tear around the ring, 
taking a hurdle on the way with great 
pleasure, though Prince opened his mighty 
jaws and roared in tones which made me 
glad of the iron barrier. For the last act 
the lion jumped onto the platform and 
fired a pistol. A lump of meat dangled 
from a string attached to the trigger, and 
that was how it was done. The lion, by 
the way, comes from Hamburg, and is the 
property of Hakenbach, the famous ani­ 
mal dealer. 


DIVIDED ALLEGIANCE. 


Jefierson Davis’ Idea 01 th e Citizens’ 
Duty to the State. 
At the call of their States, the people 
of the South, with unexampled unanimity, 
volunteered to defend their hearths, their 
altars, and their inalienable rights. Grav- 
haired sires and beardless sons were in the 
same ranks; but preparation had not been 
made to arm and equip them, and they 
had little more than their brave breasts to 
offer for defense against threatened inva­ 
sion. Vainly had the South relied on the 
Constitution as a shield ; it was crushed 
by the mailed hand of a factious majority 
—the evil which Mr. Madison, in the 
tenth number of The Federalist, described 
as that which had covered with approbium 
federation as a form of government. I 
make no excusatory plea that the men 
“thought they were right” when, at the 
call of their sovereign State, they staked 
all save honor in defense of the rights 
their fathers left them. 
If they were not 
right, then patriotism is an empty name, 
and he who looks death in the face under 
its sacred inspiration may be a traitor. If 
it be treason for a citizen to defend the 
State under whose protection he lives, 
even against the Federal Government, the 
Constitution has placed him in the crnel 
dilemma of being, in the event of conflict 
between the State and the United States, 
necessarily compelled to commit treason 
against one or the other. This surely can­ 
not be the condition to which our fathers 
reduced us when they entered into the 
compact of union. 
Allegiance is every­ 
where due to the sovereign only. That 
sovereign, under the American system, 
is the People—the People of the State to 
which the individual belongs, the People 
who constitute the State 
government, 
which he obeys; the People who alone, as 
far as he is concerned, ordained and estab­ 
lished the Federal Constitution; the Peo­ 
ple who never delegated their sovereignty, 
and therefore retain the power to revoke 
agencies created by them.— JcWerson Davis 
in Forth American Eevieu.

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Among varied attempts to improve my 
condition in life, I look back to my strug­ 
gles among the alluvial gravels of the Yaal 
river with perhaps greater satisfaction 
than the actual results would warrant, for 
I met with but meager success. Men 
there were who did now and again find a 
diamond that repayed them for their out­ 
lay and hard work, but instances were 
rare. I regret to say I was not one of 
them, although for years I wrought as a 
digger, barely paying my way, full of hope 
and sanguine that sooner or later Ihhould 
yank out a stone that would repay me all 
and send me on my homeward way re­ 
joicing. 
After about four years of diamond-dig­ 
ging I began to feel somewhat lonely in 
my domestic life. Quite unexpectedly op­ 
portunity served me for bettering my con­ 
dition in that respect. 
I fell in love. Stupid people have 
asked. “Who on earth could you find out 
¿¿ere to fall in love with ?” 
My reply has invariably been: “If you 
could have seen Norah Kildare your con­ 
tempt would have been as keen as mine 
for such questions.” 
People at home here, in England, never 
seem to understand that circumstances pro­ 
vide compensation for all drawbacks con­ 
nected with them, if we only wait their 
time. Circumstances had brought Colonel 
Kildare to the banks of the Yaal river in 
search of that with which he could recoup 
himself for losses incurred by injudicious 
speculation at home. His was not a lone 
case; there vere other families—some of 
them very good families, too, in all re­ 
spects—other in some, but not in all. 
1 the time I met Norah first of all she 
wa> but 18 or 19 years of age—a splendid 
specimen of girlhood, tall, of .a proud bear­ 
ing, though not by any means haughty—a 
royal type of blonde; such a wealth of 
hair, and eyes “too softly blue,” vieing with 
the heaven's cerulein tint. A capital 
horsewoman, fearless and therefore grace 
ful. Riding the wildest of horses, she 
would sometimes start off on a mad burst 
across the veldt, and ride for miles, return­ 
ing some hours later with the horse blown 
but tamed, guided and controlled with 
nothing but a thin switch in her hand. 
The reader may smile incredulously. 
Does he think I exaggerate? Not a bit. 
I can assure him, if Norah hadn’t been 
a bit different to the rest of her sex, she 
couldn’t have stood the life we led after 
we were married, forced, as we were, to 
enter upon what some folks call more 
legitimate means of accumulating money. 
Colonel Kildare, or, as he was locally 
Known, “The Colonel,” and myself entered 
into a trading partnership. He was to re­ 
main behind and look after the digging 
interests, while I adventured upon a trad­ 
ing trip to the Zambesi. Norah, against 
whose wishes there was no one to demur, 
decided that our marriage should take 
place before my departure, in order that, 
should I see fit, I may accompany my 
husband.” The Colonel broke up his 
establishment and went to live at the hotel 
the very morning I started with the 
wagons—I had two, laden with all kinds 
or Kaffir truck, which included beads, 
wines, fancy-colored blankets and mirrors, 
with which to trade, in return for skins, 
ivory and feathers. 
Norah had been a general favorite all 
along the river. The diggers divided into 
communities, varying in number accord­ 
ing with the prospects held out by the re­ 
turns from the different claims. Not one 
of the camps but Norah had visited on her 
sturdy gray mare, generally for the pur­ 
pose of enacting the “ministering angel’s” 
role.Norah on this, to us, eventful morning 
held quite a levee at the wagons; and 
many were the souvenirs handed her by 
men who had rallied, under het ministra­ 
tion, from the trying fever or the bed 
where accident had laid them prone and 
helpless, and who, in all human probabil­ 
ity, would lie separated by unknown dis­ 
tances from the chance of seeing her again 
long ere the time for our return from the 
interior. 
After a variety of adventure by flood 
and field, we arrived at K'gwaoi, a native 
kraal some forty or fifty miles south of the 
river Zambesi. At this place we remained 
some two months, making a remarkably 
successful run of trade with the hunters of 
the Moselikatze tribe, who had been very 
lucky and brought in large quantities of 
skins and ivory, together with a good sup­ 
ply of ostrich "feathers. 
Being so near to the Victoria Falls I 
thought it would be a thousand pities to 
return southward without first taking a 
look at so famous and picturesque a spot; 
so I unspanned the oxen one line morning 
and started for the falls. 
No words of mine can help to extol the 
beauty of a spectacle which lias been so 
frequently described by others whose pens 
fcive done such graphic justice in the por­ 
trayal of this wondrous water picture. 
We remained for over a week at this 
pleasant place, making quite a picnic of 
our visit, thoroughly exploring the vicin- 
itv. We were lucky in arriving at a time 
when game was fairly abundant. As a 
rule, travelers to this far-off region com­ 
plain of the scarcity of animal life. 
In the neighliorhood of “the falls” there 
are to be found many interesting objects; 
but what pleased Norah and myself most 
were the grandly precipitous rocks and 
deep ravines through which the Zambesi 
courses its way eastward. These rocksand 
ravines are not easily traversed, but with 
discretion and pluck combined we found 
our way famously. Numberless caves 
penetrate the sides of these deep ravines, 
in some of which we found curios suffi­ 
cient to stock half of the curiosity shops in 
London. 
One day. having fatigued ourselves by 
clambering over rocks and exploring a 
cave, in which we had discovered nothing 
deserving mention, we sat ourselves down 
at its entrance, while the Griqua who had 
""V accompanied us made preparations for 
making tea, as an accompaniment to a 
piece of boiled buffalo meat and bread. 
While the Griqua was thus busy we 
amused ourselves by all kinds of surmises 
as to the past and future of the river. 
From thc»e surmisings we were after a 
while arc used by Jan placing our frugal 
repast before us. Having done this, he 
withdrew, and started, as he advised us, for 
the purpose of investigating the interior 
of the cave and seeing for SircseH' what 
there was to see, taking with jiim as a pre­ 
cautionary measure a flaming brand from 
the fire. Norah and myself set to work at 
once to satisfy our inner wants, succeeding 
fairly well. 1 hid just got my pipe under 
way "when all at once a load shriek, com­ 
ing from the interior of the cave, reached 
our ears, and an instant after the tiriqua boy 
came running toward us, an expression of 
alarm mingled with one of puzzlement on 
his face. 
“Bass F* he shouted, “there is a man in 
there—a queer kind of man, too. He sits 
and sits, looking mighty straight I think, 
Bass, he must be dead!” 
“Nonsense, Jan, I replied, “yon are 
scared by your fancies. There are no Kaf­ 
firs living’ hereabout—certainly,no white 
men—or we should have heard or seen 
something of them. Come, let us see what 
it is that has frightened you.” 
Jan, like most natives, indulged in a 
ertain amount of superstition, and it was 
j * not without show of some reluctance that 
he turned to accompany Norah and my­ 
self to the object he so firmly declared 
must be a man, alive or dead. 
He led us into a dark passage, which 
had escaped observation when Norah and 
mvself first entered. As we progressed I 
saw what appeared to be signs indicative 
of the presence of man at some time 


might not have been entirely wrong. 
Rude attempts at carving, figures without 
any recognizable claim to form, either 
human or otherwise, but such as must have 
been cut by the hand of man, haying as 
his means some sharp instrument, for the 
rock of which the sides of the cave were 
formed was hard and of a basaltic character. 
Presently the walls seemed to narrow, 
and, after proceeding some little distance, 
opened into a large chamber, wherein 
faint streaks of daylight streamed.

EXASPERATING. 


T h e Storm , A fter a B rief Bull, Breaks 
E oose A gain. 
G rass V a lley, February 21st.—At 11 
o’clock this morning the snow-storm again 
8 it in, after eighteen hours’ intermission. 
It is snowing thick and fast at this writing, 
with indications of continuing throughout 
the day. 
The mines remain idle, the 
North Star having much water in the shaft 
to contend witn. necessitating the hauling 
of wood through the storm and starting no 
the auxiliary steam pumps. The blockade 
of the ditch furnishing water for power 
zuay be raised in a few days, if the weather 
permits. 
The narrow-gauge railtoad is 
stili blockaded, but may get through to­ 
day. No mail has been received since 
Tuesday. Some is expected this evening, 
via Marysville. The streets are lined with 
snow-banks so deep that people on one 
side are completely hidden from the view 
of those on the other. 
N evada City, February 21st.—It has 
been snowing most of the day with rather 
a high temperature. Fifty-six inches have 
fallen at this city since the storm began on 
Sunday morning, but it has settitd so that 
it is not over three feet on a level now. 
Express arrived by the Marysville stage to­ 
night, but no mails since Tuesday night. 
The narrow gauge snow-plow, leaving here 
on Wednesday “morning, reached Coifax 
this evening, and is now trying to return. 
So much snow has fi lien since it went 
down, that it will have a hard time getting 
back. Stages are still getting through to 
Camptonville and North Bloomfield. The 
lines to Dutch Flat and Washington have 
been blockaded for six weeks. 
V irginia City (Nev.), February 21st.— 
It began to snow here on Saturday evening, 
and the fall was continued until this morn­ 
ing, a depth of fully four feet accumulat­ 
ing during the storm. The barometer now 
is as low as at any time this winter. The 
m ain line of the Virginia and Truckee 
Kaiiroad has been kept clear. 
S onoma, February 25th. — The storm 
which commenced last Saturday bids fair 
to continue, as the barometer is low and 
th e wind blowing fresh from the south, 
with rain falling at intervals. 
B akersfield, February 21st. — Three 
showers came down to-day, each of slight 
duration. One was accompanied by a lively 
hail-etorm. The clouds are still heavy. 
The rain fell in circles, one area getting a 
good wetting, while next to it the country 
was dusty. 
S anta R osa, February 21st.—Rain and 
snow fell to-day. The weather is very cold. 
T he surrounding foothills are white with 
snow. The total rain-fall for the season is 
40 S3 inches. To- night it is clear, but the 
weather is not settled. 
M erced, February 21st.—Last evening a 
heavy fall of rain visited oar town, and 
again to-night at 5 o'clock we had another 
heavy shower of rain and hail. 
GtLEOY, February 21st.—Rain, sunshine 
and bail have alternated to day. The ap­ 
pearances at sundown are that more storm 
la to come. Basin ess and farming are 
aadiy demoralized. 
N apa, February 21st.—Rain continues to 
fail in showers. The river is failing. 
S an D iego, February 21st.—The day has 
been showery. The barometer is going up 
rapidly and the wind has veered to the 
northward. The indications are that the 
storm will end with to-night. 


ON TH E SHASTA DIVISION. 


Storm ing A gain—The B lockade W orse 
Than A nticipated. 
A shland (Or.). February 21st.—Reports 
from the wiecking forces in Cow Creek 
cauyon indicate that the damage to the 
railroad is much greater than at first an­ 
ticipated. At last reports Pratt's men had 
not yet reached the big slide, the road 
north of Glendale having to be almost en­ 
tirely rebuilt. 
It is now generally understood that the 
railroad people have abandoned all hopes 
of clearing out the big West Fork slide, but 
will build three miles of entirely new road 
around it on the opposite side of the canyon.

FATAL ACCIDENT. 


OCEAH TO OCEAN. 


H enry Maxon o f this City M eets a Shock­ 
ing D eath on the M ountains.

D ressed B eef in France. 
“I wonder if the b¡ -f-raisers of the 
United States know what uu immense busi­ 
ness has grown up in the dressed meat 
shipped from the Argentine Republic to 
France ?” said E. G. Servins, of Paris, to a 
reporter in Chicago. “This trade com­ 
menced in the summer of 1886, and it has 
grown to immense proportions. The busi­ 
ness is conducted much as votir dressed 
beef business with England. The animals 
are slaughtered at Barracas, a suburb of 
Buenos Ayres. The carcasses are then put 
into a refrigerator where the temperature 
is from 25 degrees to 30 degrees below 
zero. 
They are left there until they are 
frozen solidly to the center, and are then 
sent over in refrigerator ships. The sales 
are made principally in Havre, Rouen and 
Paris. Many of the towns of France im­ 
pose a local duty on all imported meats so 
high as to practically shut out all foreign 
meats. 
But this meat is produced so 
cheaply that it is sold in some towns in 
competition with domestic meat, even 
against a barrier of 15 to 20 per cent, local 
dutv.” 


P aid for W earing Fine Clothes. 
A prominent tailor having noticed the 
article in this column a few days since re­ 
garding the probable establishment here of 
a dress suit department for rent, yesterday 
said: “There is another new dodge now 
being introduced in Western cities, most 
of the leading business houses employ 
society young men to introduce their new 
styles. 
Do you not hear people wonder 
where this and that young maa. who is 
known to work for a small salary, gets his 
money to bay so many fine clothes. This 
explains the matter, for whenever a new 
style shoe, hat, suit of clothes, neckties, 
etc., etc., comes out these young men don 
them at once and pay therefor by a svv 
tematic plan of advertising. These men 
not only get their clothes, but many re­ 
ceive a good salary besides." This is what 
you might call traveling on one's shape 
and living on it, too.—-Sf.

CITIZEN PETRIE TELLS OF HIS FIVE 
MONTHS’ WANDERINGS. 


The K nights Tem plar Conclave at W ash­ 
ington—Progress in the N orth­ 
w est—An O cean Trip. 


Ex-School Director Wiiliam M. Petrie 
has just returned from an extended trip 
through the eastern, central and northern 
parts of the Union, and in conversation 
with a R ecord U nion reporter yesterday 
stated that he had a very pleasant time. 
During his absence of five months he had 
seen a great deal of the country. Mr. Pe­ 
trie left this city last fall, accompanied by 
his daughter, Lottie, and went direct to 
New York. After spending a short time in 
the great metropolis, they left for Washing­ 
ton, D. C., arriving there in time to witness 
and participate in the festivities attendant 
upon the Grand Conclave of Knights Tem­ 
plar in the Capital. Mr. Petrie says the 
affair was decidedly grand, and the beauti­ 
ful streets of the National Capital were 
thronged by uniformed Knights. 
Leaving Washington, they again re 
turned to New York State, and spent nearly 
three months traveling in the central, 
southern and northern parts of the Em­ 
pire State. The beautiful cities of Syra­ 
cuse, Rochester and Brooklyn were visited, 
and afterward the party left for Chicago, 
arriving there on New Year’s day. Two 
weeks passed before the sights of the great 
metropolis of the West had been thor­ 
oughly explored, and Mr. Petrie then 
started for home, via the Northern Pa­ 
c fic Railroad. He stopped over at the 
growing cities of Minneapolis and St. Paul, 
and after a short stay took the train for Ta­ 
coma, Wasb., the terminus of the road. 
He remained nearly a month in Washing­ 
ton and Oregon, anil he states that this re­ 
gion was more interesting to him than all 
the others over which he had traveled. 
“The people up there,” said Mr. Petrie, 
“are workers, and are pushing abead and 
populating their towns at a rapid rate. 
Already immigration has commenced to 
this section from the East, and the night I 
came over there were five conches occupied 
by men and families who were coming out 
to stay. Seattle is rapidly building up, and 
although the recent fire destroyed the better 
part ot the city, still business is going on at 
a lively rate, and many firms doing large 
trade are housed under canvas. 
Both 
Seattle and Tacoma are thorough-going 
towns, and just after the conflagration in 
the former city (there being no hotel left), 
a syndicate of men was formed and in 
sixty days a hotel was built, containing 400 
rooms. People would come to the town, 
could find no place to lodge, and as a con­ 
sequence would turn away. The public- 
spirited citizens couldn't stand this, and 
soon had money subscribed and a fine hotel 
built. 
"When I reached Portland a portion of 
the city’s streets were under water, and 
hardly a log was left in any of the mills 
along the river. 
One man alone lost 
5,000,000 logs by their being swept out 
into the ocean by the rushing torrents, and 
when I boarded the steamer Columbia for 
home we were delayed neaily a day in 
getting away from Portland, on account of 
the immense quantities of drift-wood float­ 
ing in the stream. 
When we finally 
reached the mouth of the river and looked 
out upon the bvoad ocean, a peculiar and 
strange sight met our gaze. For miles and 
miles the sea was covered with drift-wood, 
brush and rubbish, aud the steamer had to 
run through seventy-five milts of this be­ 
fore sbe came into open water. For two 
whole days the ship was plowing her way 
through the drift-wood. One afternoon all 
hands were looking ahead, thinking they 
saw a ship in the distance, but when the 
object was approached it turned oat to be 
an immense pine tree standing perfectly 
erect in the ocean. The roots of the tree 
must have been of such shape as to form a 
sort of rudder, which held the top of the 
tree out of water.” 
Although Mr. Petrie enjoyed himself on 
his trip immenselv, he was glad to get 
home again. He left his daughter at Rich­ 
field Springs, New York. 


RIVER IMPROVEMENTS. 


Our Congressm en F ulling Together tor 
G overnm ent A id. 
The following letter from Congressman 
Clunie was yesterday received by Dr. G. M. 
Dixon, Chairman of the Executive Com­ 
mittee of the River Improvement Conven­ 
tion. 
It shows that the delegation at 
Washington is awaiting the arrival of the 
committee appointed to go East and aid in 
presenting the matter before the Congress­ 
ional Committee having charge of the sub­ 
ject: 
H o u se o f R e p r e s e n t a t iv e s , C . S., 
\ 
W a s h in g t o n , D. C., February 7 ,1890 ) 
Dr. G. II. Dixon, Chairman of the Executive 
Committee of the California Hirer Improvement Con­ 
vention— D ear Sip.: Your letter received, also 
copies of the resolution adopted by the Conven­ 
tion. In connection with Senator Hearst, I 
drafted a bill providing for the appointment of 
a commission, and m aking an appropriation, in 
accordance with the resolutions of the Conven­ 
tion. 
Congressman McKenna, who is also 
deeply interested in this subject, suggested that 
no bill be introduced at present, as there was a 
committee with maps, etc., on the way here. 
It is needless for me to add that I am heartily 
in accord with the Convention on this subject. 
Our State has been sadly neglected in the past. 
We pav annually in the way of taxes about 
816,000,1)00 to the General Government. 
Our 
State has furnished twelve hundred million dol­ 
lars' worth of gold to the country. Gur navi­ 
gable rivers are under the jurisdiction of the 
UniteS States: they are great highways of com­ 
merce that should be preserved to the people. 
There is a disposition on the part of our dele­ 
gation to endeavor to have Congress recognize 
onr rights in the way of appropriations. 
Acting upon Mr. McKenna's request, I shall 
withhold introducing a bill until after the com­ 
m ittee and the delegation have a consultation. 
The damage caused by the recent floods in 
California, and the importance of not only pre­ 
serving the navigation of our rivers, ana also 
the preventing of the shoaling *1 the bay of San 
Francisco, justly entitle you to the appropri­ 
ation you demand. Governor Waterman is tak­ 
ing a deep interest in this m at'er, having ad­ 
dressed personal letters to members oi Congress 
on the subject. 
I am doing all I can in my feeble way to get 
my friends committed to the measure, and hope 
by “a lo n g pull, a stro D g pull, and a pull alto­ 
gether,” to get for our people the relief so long 
denied them. For my own part, I think it is a 
burning shame that the destruction of our 
navigable streams, the flooding of thousands of 
acres of land and of large aud populous eities, 
and the shoaling of the bay of San Francisco, 
has beea allowed to go on year after year w ith­ 
out auy attem pt on the part of the Government 
to remedy it. W hatever I can do before Con­ 
gress to emphas'ze these m atters will be cheer­ 
fully done.
